The operator on 
the Frankfurt, according to the witneés, ap- 
parently considered the call trivial, for half 
an hour after-receiving the imperative ap- 
peal he caligd the Titanic to inquire spe- 
cifically just what was wrong. 

“Mr. Phillips said he was a fool," Bride 
testified. ‘‘ and told him to keep out, but did 
not tell him the Titanic was sinking.” 

No effort was made to reétstablish com- 
munication with the Frankfurt, although 
“Phillips felt certain the vessel was much 
nearer thay_the Carpathia, with which eom- 
munication been established. 


Ignored Prankfurt’s ‘Call. 
Another phase of the laxity of the wireleés 
seryice waa developed when Chairman Smith 
drew from the witness an acknowledgment \ 
that Sundey evening Bride was hg, the 
telephonic apparatus strapped to ears, 
adjusting his accounts, while the steamship 
Californian, seeking to warn the Titanic that 
icebergs were invading the lanes of ocean 
travel, called incessantly. 

Bride sald he heard the call, but did not

Bride Nervous on Stand. 
During the time he was on the stand Wire- 
less Operator Bride, crippled as @ result of 
his experiences and seated in an invalid’s 
chair, told his story of the last moments of 
the ‘Titanic.

His hands were never quiet 
and he locked and interlocked his fingers 
incessantly. He was questioned by Senator 
Smith.

Mrs. Douglas told her brother-in-law, 
George O. Douglas of Cedar Rapids, Ia., a 
party of friends from Cedar Rapids, Minn., 
and St. Paul, and her Chicago rel:.tives, that 
she was physically well, but still unable to 
step thinking of the horrors of the disaster.

Tells Miss Leitch’s Story. 

A letter from Dr. Wooley to A. F. Gaylord, 
chairman of the executive committee of the 
Moody church, gives Miss Leiteh’s account 
of the night when Dr. Harper was lost. Dr. 
Wooley writes that Nana did not know her 
father was dead until she arrived m New 
York on the Carpathia. 

„ Miss Leitch,“ he writes, had only the 
clothes she wore, had saved no money or 
valuables, and little Nana, taken as she had 
been from her berth at midnight, had only 
her little nightgown and blanket wrapper, 
around which Miss Leitch had wrapped her 
own cloak. A woman standing by insisted 
on throwing a heavy ulster over Miss Leitch 
which she had brought to the pier for that 
purpose. They bad no stateroom on the 
Carpathia and had stayed night and day 
in a corner of the library.” 

The following is Miss Leitch's account in 
brief: 

“About midnight Mr. Harper came to our 
stateroom and told us that the vessel had 
struck an iceberg. While I was dressing 
he went to learn further particulars, and re- 
turned to say that the order had been given 
to put on the life belts. We did so. and,

‘There was no opportunity for farewell, 
and, in fact, even then we did not realize the 
danger, as we were assured again and again 
that the vessel could not sink, that the 
Olympic would be alongside at any minute, 
and that he women and children were to 
be put into the boats first and the men to 
follow, and that there were boats sufficfent 
for all. Our boat was well manned—it wag 
the eleventh to leave the vessel.

Vain Effort to Save Child. 


LONDON, April 20.— Managing Director 
Kemster of the shipbuilding firm which con- 
atructed the Titanic, while speaking at a 
meeting at Belfast today, held to inaugurate 
a relief fund for the survivors, said that 
just before the Titanic left Belfast on Its 
maiden voyage he asked Capt. Smith if the 
old time seaman’s courage and fearlessness 
tn the face of death still existed. Capt. Smith 
replied with emphasis: 

“Tf a disaster like that to the Birkenhead 
happened they would go down as those men 
went down.” 

The British troop chip Birkenhead, while 
taking detachments of lancers and rifies 
from Queenstown to Cape Town, struck a 
rock off Simon's bay, South Africa, Feb. 26, 
1852. Of the 686 persons on boar!, 454 of the 
crew and soldiers perished. 


New Version of Captain’s Death. 

New York, April #.—Taking refuge on the 
bridge of the ill fated Titanic, two little 
children remained by the side of Capt. Smith 
until that portion of the big ship had been 
swept by water. 

Survivors of the crew who went down with 
the Titanic, but were saved by clinging to 
an overturned lfeboat, today told of their 
gallant commander's efforts to save the life 
of one of the children. He died a sailor's 
death and the little girl who had intrusted 
her life to his care died with him. 

He held the little girl under one arm,” 
said James MoGann, a fireman, “as he 
jumped into the sea and endeavored to 
reach the nearest lifeboat with the child. I 
took the other child into my arms as I was 
swept from the bridge deck. When I was 
plunged into the cold water I was compelled 
to release my hold on the child, and I am 
satisfied that the same thing happened to 
Capt. Smith. 


Sank in Effort to Reach Boat. 
“T had gone to the bridge deck to assist 
in lowering a collapsible boat. The water 
was then coming over the bridge, and we 
were unable to launch the boat properly. It 
was overturned and was used as a life raft, 
some thirty or more of us, mostly firemen, 
clinging to it. Capt. Smith looked as though 
he was trying to keep back the tears as he 
thought of the doomed ship. 

„Hs turned to the men lowering the beat 
and shouted: ‘ Well, boys, it's every man 
for himself. He then took one of the chil- 
dren standing by him on the bridge and 
jumped into the sea. He endeavored to reach 
the overturned boat, but did not succeed. 
That was the last I saw of Capt. Smith.” 

MéGann said that Capt. Smith from the 
bridge directed the lowering of the life- 
boats.

HOUSE ALSO IN ACTION. 


Senator McCumber Criticises 
Hasty Judgment of Ismay; 
for Full Investigation. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—The United 
States senate today adopted the amended 
Martine resolution looking to a more com- 
plete international regulation of ocean traf- 
fie. The resolution advises the president that 
the senate would favor treaties with the great 
maritime powers to clearly and broadly gov- 
ern the courses, speed, life saving apparatus, 
wireless, and other equipment of ocean liners, 
£0 as to avert if possible a repetition of the 
Titanic catastrophe, 
The following is the text of the resolution 
as agreed to by the committee: 

That the president of the United States 
be and he is hereby advised that the senate 
would favor treaties with England. 
France, Germany, and other maritime 
governments to regulate the course and 
speed of all vessels engaged in the carry- 
ing of passengers at sea; to determine the 
number of lifeboats, rafts, searchlights, 
and wireless apparatus to be carried by 
such vessels, and to assure the use of such 
other equipment as shall be adequate to se- 

cure the safety of such vessels, passen- 
gers and crews. 3 : 


Asks Fair Hearing for Ismay. 

In the house a number of bills designed 
to accomplish the same end were intro- 
duced. 

Senator McCumber of North Dakota, a 
member of the foreign relations committee, 
condemned the speech made yesterday by 
Senator Raynor, censuring J. Bruce Ismay, 
managing djrector of the White Star line. 

Approving the Martine resolution, Mr. Me- 


Cumber said: 

“Yesterday one man connected with the 
Titanic disaster was tried. convicted, sen- 
tented, and executed here in the senate of 
the United States, and as a senator and a 
citizen I desire to register my protest against 
the trial of any one connected with the run- 
ning of the boat without fair, honest, and 
full consideration. 

“The Lord knows that the habit of con- 
demning public men.without a hearing is bad 
enough, but it is not fraught with so much 
danger as our condemnation in a crisis when 
public feeling is wrought up and demands a 
victim. At such a time we certainly should 
suspend judgment.” 

Mr. McCumber declared the American peo- 
ple to be more to blame than any one else 
for the Titanic catastrophe. 

We conduct every enterprise in the spirit 
of sport and constantly demand an increase 
of size and speed in our boats, he said. 
When the Lusitania made its record trip 
we applauded, regardless of the facg that its 
course may have been thegame as that of the 
Titanic and the equipment no better.“ 


Lodge Blames Lax Laws. 

Senator Lodge said the law had been large- 
ly responsible for the Titanic accident and 
that the proposed treaties would encourage 
better laws. 

Senator Martine of New Jersey, author of 
the resolution, said it would tend to promote 
better conditions generally in oceanic navi- 
@ation. He characterized as barbarous the 
practice of supplying ocean going vessels 
with only one-fourth of the lifeboats neces- 
Sary to accommodate the people aboard. 

The Alexander resolution Hing upon the 
president to invite the maritime nations of 
the world to an international conference to 
establish ship lanes in the north Atlantic was 
favorably reported by the house committee 
on merchant marine today. 


GERMANY WILL ACT QUICKLY. 

BERLIN, April 20—The motion introduced 

into the reichstag yesterday requesting the 
imperial chancellor to order an investiga- 
tien as to whether German steamships are 
eculpped with sufficient life saving appli- 
arces for all the passengers and crew was 
considered . today. } 

ihe motion was withdrawn after Clemens 
Deibrueck, minister of the interior and vice 
chancellor of the empire, had explained that 
the government is in communication with 
the big shipping companies and would see 
that everything necessary and possible is 
done. Positive measures, however, could 
not be proposed before the details of the 
Catastrophe to the Titanic had been learned. 

Herr Delbrueck said he had begun à re- 
vision of the German regulations as soon as 
the first details of the Titanic disaster be- 
came known, and in the immediate future 
will convoke a conference of the shipping 
Companies and maritime associations. 

He says he is convinced the German cap- 
tains, shipping companies, and constructors, 
whose responsibility and care for the pas- 

‘Sengers and crews intrusted to them are 
recognized by the whole world, will find ways 
and means to provide for everything neces- 
igry. i 

The question as to whether international 
regulation of the passenger ship traffic is ad- 
Nisable has been discussed by the German 
government, and Germany is ready to act 
0B any proposition with this end in view.

RULES IN FRANCE RIGID. 

PARIS. April 20.—The navigation depart. 
ment of the French government declares the 
Provisions of the French law in regard to 
life saving appliances are so much more rig- 
orous than those of other nations that some 
of the French shipping companies have made 
complaints. 

The goverment inspectors enforce a strict 
observance of the regulations as to safety 
appliances and the law of 1908 forces steam- 
ers to carry life boats and rafts in proportion 
to their tonnage and the number of passen 
gers. In the cases@of steamers fitted with 
- watertight compartments the law is less 
sirict. |

A Homely Meditation, Without Subtlety, 


on the Tragedy of .the Steamship Titanic. 


BY PROF. GEORGE BURMAN FOSTER OF THE UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO. 


OW can God let such things happen? 
Is God good? Is he at all? A little 
while ago the San Francisco earth- 
quake, the devastating eruption of 
Vesuvius, the bottom dropping out of 
an island full of people, and now the grim 
and staggering horror of Titanic's fate! 

Such appalling “catastrophes shock the 
whole civilized worid and start men to ask- 
ing these questions. What has religion—the 
court of fina! appeal in such matters—to say 
on the subject? 

That the questions prove our lack of re- 
flection, for one thing. Must the earth quake, 
cities collapse, fire consume, ships sink, be- 
fore we note that we live in a world of 
death; that, with all our might and glory, our 
technique and science and labor, our en- 
lightenment_and our pride, we walk on a 
thin crust of earth over a great deep, into 
which we may sink any moment, or from 
which destructive forces may break forth 
any moment? 


~~ 

What occasionally happens in catastrophes 
and disasters which horrify us happens 
among us daily. Whether a workman falls 
from a skyscraper, or a city is engulfed; 
whether a factory mother’s child is burnt 
to death in her absence by the careless use 
of petroleum, or thousands of miners are 
choked by the breath of poisonous gases; 
whether a sailboat capsizes in a sudden 
storm, or the king of the ocean is tele- 
scoped by an iceberg—it is all one to a man 
‘who thinks and feels seriously on the under- 
lying problem. 

The difference is only quantitative. Im the 
one instance, the riddle assumes a gigantic 
form, so that the dullest eye must see it and 
be appalled; in the other instance, few pause 
to take note of it; but in both cases the riddle 
is equally great, in both cases men of re- 
flection perceive the kind of world we live in. 

And if you walk through the woods and 
come upon ‘a little clump of feathers which 
tell you that a springtime songster, gled of 
life, met its end from the teeth of a foe or 
the trap of a huntsman, you are confronted 
with precisely the same cruelty of the nat- 
ural order As when you read of hundreds of 
brave men sinking into the salt, unplumbed, 
estranging sea. 

— 

Do we not hear of deaths out of the ordi- 
nary almost every hour? Have we been wont 
to accept all this without thought? If not. 
why do we raise the question whether those 
gigantic disasters are compatible with the 
government of the world by a wise and good 
God? I know too well how the heart is 
stunned in the moment of the calamity, how 
the magnitude of the horror is insufferable 
to human feelings, how one cannot associate 
God and what one sees and hears. 

But these calamities only supply a powerful 
confirmation of what we have known all te 
time—that ours is such a world that death 
lurks behind every flower; that an enor- 
mous machine can crush us any moment; 
that ‘we live In endless uncertainty; that we 
are ceaselessly menaced by dark and un- 
known forces. 

This is a fact with which we must reckon 
in our theory of life, otherwise our theory 
is deceptive. Above all, our faith in God 
must come to terms with this fact, otherwise 
our faith abides a weak and vacillating 
thing. It is only when our faith has stood 
this test that it is stronger than the world. 


~o- 
But, for another thing, our customary atti- 
tude te these great catastrophes shows that 
our relation to God is still too external. We 
say, “If this or that is so, there is a God; but 
if this or that other thing be so, there is no 
God.“ 5 
The only child dies, and the father cries: 
„Now I know there is no God.” A people who 
knows its cause is just is defeated in war. 
„There is no higher righteousness; there is 
no God.” they say. My serious under- 
takings are frustrated, but all the whims 
of that superficial person are fulfilled. 


Therefore God cannot be at all, many a 
soul has cried. ‘“‘If merit and reward were 
more nearly and clearly equal, then it would 
be foolish to doubt.“ 

Is not this the way we so often think? But 
this whole way of looking at the problem is 
error. When the bold denier of God points at 
our dark riddles and says: Where now is 
your God?“ we answer, What do you know 
of God at all? Will you prescribe to God 
how he must reveal himself if you agree to 
recognize him? He that sitteth in the 
heavens shall laugh.“ 


~o- 

And this is what this whole way of thinking 
leads to. We foolish men make conditions 
and prescribe to God how he must behave, if 
we are to believe in him. 

We fix up a set of rules which say what 
God must do, in case he is atall. God is just, 
therefore he must punish this and reward 
that; kind, therefore he must do this and not 
that; wise, therefore he must not do one 
way what we would do another, and must do 
everything in a way that we can approve of. 
With this manual of good form for deity in 
hand, we appraise the doings of the eternal, 
and end in a gorry situation. N 

Now God observes the rules, and now he 
does not; in the one case we believe in him, 
in the other we do not. In any event, we 
miss faith and fall into an unhappy vacilla- 
tion. So long as this is our attitude we are 
still far from the real God. We have a cate- 
chism God, not the living God. There isonly 
a mere idea, a mere stupid representation of 
God, not the real God; shadow of God, not 
God himself. 

—2 

From such a point of view God is an idol. 
For what makes an idol an idol? That men 
have fashioned it. The God of whom we so 
often speak is a God whom we have formed 
out of our foolish thoughts, to whom we 
prescribe how he must deport himself, and 
whom we reject if he does not come up to 
our expectations—precisely as the primitive 
man cast aside his fetish if it did not do his 
will, Hence we share the fate of the idolater 
—disillusion! The God of our own making its 
a nonentity. : 

It is a different way that leads to the real 
and Mving God. Suppose I havea high and 
fine friend that I look up to. How will 1 
behave? Wil) I present a table of auties, 
a catechism, in which it is written how my 
friend has to behave if he is to be my friend 
at all? Ifear matters would not go well that 
way. Tables enough, tatechisms enough 
there are of this kind. And human relatlon- 
ships enough, of friendship and of marriage, 
are thereby shattered—relationships of 
pupils to teachers, children to parents— 
everywhere. J 

~~ 

No, if matters are to go well with our hu- 
man friendship, they must be put on a differ- 
ent basis from that. What brought two 
people together? Not a table of duties, a 
catechism, but a spark which leaped from 
heart to heart; a longing, a sudden confi- 
dence; an assurance, wonderful in its na- 
ture, unfathomable to the coid understand- 
ing, that they belong to each other. They 
came to know each other in all sorts of situa- 
tions and a bond of trust was woven. 

Often ome does not understand what his 
friend does. What does he do then? Cast 
him aside or say: Hitherto I have always 
found him superior to me; who knows, per- 
haps the reason I do not understand him 
now is because he is greater than I.” 

He seeks to mount to his friend's loftiness 
instead of dragging his friend down to him- 
self. 

And often the man’s reward is the expert- 
ence that his friend was greatest precisely at 
the point where he took offenseat him. Thus 
similarly as to the true relation between 
man and his divine friend. It is like a rela- 
tion of person to person. 

How may we attain, not to a shadow God, 
not to a God idea merely, but to the real and 
living God? Not by calculation or stipula- 


tion, but by experience—the experience of 
yearning and love, of seeking and trusting, 
ol ever new discovery and ever deeper in- 
timacy. 

Already our childish souls found God, 
without stipulations and calculations. God 
greeted us as the sun greets us. We know 
not when and how—perhaps as we pressed 
our childish faces against the window pane 
and watched the fury of the storm; perhaps 
when we climbed to a hilltop where our 
little world widened out into infinity; per- 
haps when we saw the flowers grow and 
blow and bloom; perhaps when our mother 
pressed us to her bosom while we sobbed out 
our childish grief there; perhaps in some 
deed of love we did for one in need. 

No matter. the light of the eternal shone 
into our life, and the riddle and the won- 
der and the splendor began. And in every 
new step and stage of life our relation to 
God changed. At length we entered upon 
the long dark path of doubt. Science 
changed our ideas of the world and of the 
soul. Our faith was embarrassed and dis- 
tressed. Biblical criticism took the Christ 
from us. 


~- 

Life gave us hard problems to solve. Life 
turned out to be different from what we had 
expected. The Titanic goes down. But be- 
cause we have made no table of duties, no 


stipulations for our God, we do not reject 


him; we revise our ideas concerning him. 

Because we do not supply to reality an im- 
age of God of our own making, but allow our- 
selves to be taught by reality what God is— 
often a terrible God!—because of this, we 
look at just this reality, think, seek, ponder, 
suffer. wait, and not in vain. After we walk 
the dark way, we recognize him, and know 
him better than before. 

Not that we shall escape doubt and strug- 
gle. Not that. We shall walk down the dark 
way again and again. Not that we are to 
yield a thoughtless submission to the world, 
either. We ought to test, observe, doubt, and 
ask: Why did God do this? It is his will 
that he should. 

What he wants Is free children, not slaves, 
dumb and servile. But we do not say to God: 
Thou hast done this or that, therefore we 
are done with thee, but I will not let thee 
go until thou bless me! We wrestle with 
him till the breaking of the day, till he tells 
us his name. 


—~- 

What I am urging is that our relation to 
God may be, should be, not external, mechan- 
ical, objective, but personal, immediate, inti- 
mate. And as to the great tragedies and dis- 
asters of the world, let us not say that God 
cannot really do such things, but ask: 
What does the God of so many revelations 
mean by them?“ For he speaks in tragedy 
ard terror and horror, also; in storm and ca- 
tastrophe, as well as in the bloom and breeze 
of spring. 

And we are brought to him more profoundly 
by the fearful rather than by the friendly d 
familiar experiences of life. Indeed, it is 
not ease and comfort and safety and health 
and life, it is need and struggle 3nd sorrow 
and anguish and death that have given the 
world its God of goodness and wisdom and 
power.

Did not the glorious men, as the Icy billows 
surged over the Titanic, hearken to the old 
hymn, “‘ Nearer, my God, to Thee? And, I 
warrant you, that not the dear women of the 
departed dead, but the cynical outsiders who 
#peculate about that ocean disaster, become 
the atheists. Paradoxical and mysterious as 
it may seem, the widows, many of them, will 
testify to the goodness of God, in their old 
fashioned prayer meetings. It is a most 
superficial assumption that men would be 
nearer to God if the world were less offensive. 
Faith arises out of the tension between the 
world around us and the eternity within us. 
The stream of life wells up from the deepest 
need. God rules in the riddle, in the tension; 
the ever living, ever loving is at work there.

‘The Divorce?’ Is a 
Reply to Rebellion. 


BY PERCY HAMMOND. 

T the beginning of Mr. William An- 
thony Maguire’s play. The Di- 
vorce, a Kindly priest is to be seen 
in the sacristy of his church reading 
Mr. Patterson’s book, Kebellion.” 

He is a tolerant clergyman, for, although 
the tale is one whose ethics he cannot ap- 
prove, he finishes it with an indulgent smile 
and turnstoacaller. “A strong, vital story. 
seys he, and well told.“ -Whereupon he 
launches into an eloquent and presumably 
fair attack on the book’s attitude toward 
the divorce question, and is answered by his 
visitor in a fashion just as eloquent and just 
as fair. 1 

Having thus graciously observed all the 
amenities of a gentlemen's controversy, Mr. 
Maguire proceeds to picture certain episodes 
whose nature is intended to show the evils 
ef divorce, the righteousness of the 
church’s abhorrence of the institution, and 
the utter partiality of Mr. Patterson’s fable. 
The play, in a sense, is a paraphrase of the 
Patterson play, with its incidents more ex- 
cessive and less plausible in their manner of 
presentment than those ot Rebellion.“ One 
imagines that Mr. Maguire might have made 
his protest stronger had he been less obse- 
quious to the instrument of his contention. 
A report of the happenings will best show 
the reader whether or not this suspicion is 
ccrrect.

Mr. Herbert Rockwood [Mr. Edward Em- 
ery] and Mrs. Roger Manners [Miss Char- 
lotte Granville], married to each other years 
before, but divorced and remarried, meet 
each other in the sacristy, whither they 
have gone to consult Father Jerome [Mr. 
Frank Losee] concerning matters which 
do net much concern the play. Ere the 
appearance of Mr. Lockwood, Mrs. Man- 
ners confides to the priest that her boy 
and girl by her first marriage were entrusted 
to a poorand unworthy family after the di- 
vorce, and have been lost for many years. 

Soon thereafter there is a commotion with 
pistol shots outside the church, and when the 
dors burst open there enters a pallid, trem- 
bling, hysterical young drug fiend, bearing in 
his arms a pretty, painted girl dressed in the 
tawdry raiment of a woman of the streets. 
She Is his sister, a white slave, and in rescu- 
ing her from a brothe! he has shot the 
“cadet™ who placed her there. Her 
“owner,” Mike Leitler—obviously another 
paraphrase—follows them in and demands 
that the priest give her back to him because 
he has paid $100 for her. 
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After the priest has sent Mr. Lockwood 
and Mrs. Manners into an adjoining room he 


and hears the story from her brother. This 
story, though long, is well and earnestly writ- 
ten—as most of the other speeches have been 
and it is told by Mr. William v. Mong, an 
adept at ‘ dope roles, with hideous veracity. 
It is fearned from it that they are the deserted 
Lockwood progeny, and that their plight— 
the one a somewhat lugubrious wanton. the 
other a morphine wreck—is the product of | 


crises with which dramatists and actors are 
rarely able to cope, and Mr. Maguire and his 
players are not the exception which proves 
the rule. It is an ill-done scene, and Mr. 
Maguire should rewrite it less casually. How- 
ever, it reveals the selfish parents refusing to 
take their responsibility. Mrs. Manners’ 
daughter is about to marry a duke and the 
duke might resent a former Cyyrienn& or the 
west side ag his half sister-in-law. Mr. Lock- 
wood has a son who must not come in contact 
with unchastity. Their unhappy offspring, 
listening wistfully to the sordid argument. 
dies heartbroken in the priest's indignant 
arms, and her brother, mad with grief and 
rage, strikes his parent and rushes from the 
church. 
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Mr. Maguire further rubs the retribution 
in by bringing the dope fiend back in the 
last act, full of morphine and mouthing an 
unlit clgaret. Hise repentant parents are 
forced to listen to his squalid frenzy—a 
master work of the sort by Mr. Mong—and 
they see him dragged raving away to an- 
swer a charge of murder, while the priest 
looks on in pity. As Father Jerome, Mr. 
Losee shows a gentle dominance, hampered 
somewhat in its effect by a tendency to be 
sweet, and Miss Virginia Pearson's sym- 
pathetic beauty aids her in an effective im- 
personation of the lady derelict. Miss Gran- 
ville’s facility for playing affluent women 
of the world is emphasized again. and there 
is a pleasant bit of comedy by Mr. Charles 
Burnham as a philosophic Irishman. The 
Whitney was full of Mr. Maguire’s admirers 
last evening and he appeared reluctantly 
after the play was over to acknowledge the 
many expressions of their pleasure.

REFUSED CAMPAIGN AID. 


Miss Jennie Johnson Urges Action

Wo will put the moving picture shows out 
of business when the owners refuse to show 
our slides, and otherwise exhibit a personal 
hostility to woman suffrage,” asserted Miss 
Jennie Johnson, 4937 Michigan avenue, last 
night in Lincoln Center.

Miss Marion H. Drake, another of the 
speakers, said:

They won't get out and work for it. The 
reason we did not make a better showing in 
the preferential primary was that we did 
not have a practical organization. Another 
reason lies in the fact that there were two 
others parties in the field, comprising 70,000 
voters, whose platform includes woman suf- 
frage. I mean the Socialists and the inde- 
pendents. 

“We American women are too fond of fol- 
lowing the passing fashions, but if we must 
follow fashions let us make woman suffrage 
the fashion. The others will follow us in 
time.

Police Barns Endangered by 
Leaking Mains Believed 
Ignited by Wires.

Two linemen narrowly escaped from a min- 
lature crater of fire last night in front of 
police barns at 741 West Monroe street. They 
were seriously burned and were saved from 
death only by prompt action of city firemen. 

Forty horses had to be led from the three 
story brick .barn after the first of two ex- 
plosions of gas had shaken the structure, 

The explosions, two hours apart, were of 
gas that escaped from old pipes capped under 
the sidewalk in front of the barn. It was 
ignited by crossed electric wires.

Those injured were James Owens, 201 
Washburn avenue, and J. C. Smith, 2643 West 
Madison street. Both were taken home. 

James Ryan, watchman in the barn, which 
is used also as a supply station, was knocked 
down, but escaped injury in the first ex- 
plosion. He telephoned an alarm and while 
engine company No. 5 was on the way to the 
scene horses in the building, panic stricken 
ly the noise, were taken out. 


Chop Hole in Walk. 

Firemen soaked the wall of the building 
near the burning gas, while others chopped 
a hole in the cement walk. 

The Commonwealth Edison company sent 
Owens and Smith to the scene and soon after 
they had gone down through the hole in the 
sidewalk with their electric torches the sec- 
ond explosion occurred. A sheet of flame. 
this time coming from a four inch pipe three 
feet from the other one, burned both men. 
The firemen dragged the linemen back out of 
the fire and extinguished the flames on their 
clothing. The gas was still burning at ap 
early hour this morning.

House Passes Bill Requiring 
Candidates to Make Sworn 
Statement of. Cost. 


FATE DEPENDS ON SENATE 


Reosevelt, Wilson, and Clark 
Known to Be in Favor of 
Pending Measure. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., April 20.—[Special.J— 
Presidential aspirants of both parties may be 
required to make public a sworn statement 
of all receipts and expenditures in further- 
ance of their candidacies. 

The house of representatives today, with- 
out the formality of a roll call, passed a bill 
to this end. The Democrats and progressive 
Republicans were united in favor of it. There 
were some scattering noes from the regulars. 

The bill will be presented to the- senate on 
Monday and will be referred at once to the 
committee on privileges and elections which 
investigated the Lorimer and Stephenson 
cases. This committee does not at heart 
favor the proposal, but public sentiment, 
backed up by the demands of some of the 
candidates, may require it to take action. 


Texan Attacks Republicans. 

A debate, marked by bitter Democratic 
attacks upon Col. Roosevelt and President 
Taft, preceded the passage of the measure. 
Charges credited to Director McKinley of the 
Taft campaign bureau that large sums were 
being spent for the nomination of Col. Roose- 
velt were read tothe house by Representative 
Henry Dem.) of Texas, author of the public- 
ity bill. 

He demanded that the house pass the meas- 
ure to force both Mr. McKinley and Senator 
Dixon, manager of Col. Roosevelt, to file 
sworn statements of the charges they have 
made of excessive use of money or pledges in 
the present campaign. 

Tou gentlemen,” said Mr. Henry, in- 
stead of quibbling, ought to help us pass this 
bill, requiring a verified statement from Mr: 
McKinley and a verified statement under 
oath from Senator Dixon of Montana, in 
order that we may know if the American 
electorate is to be corrupted by money in the 
coming election, as has been done in former 
elections. 

“If it be true, and the managers of these 
gentlemen file sworn statements in accord- 
ance with the facts, there will be nothing left 
of the candidates of the Republican party, 
whether Roosevelt or Taft, to stand upon 
before the American: people in November.“ 


Taft’s Attitude Not Indicated. 

President Taft has not indicated what his 
attitude is with respect to the measure and 
he will be consulted by Senators Penrose, 
Crane, Dillingham, and others before any- 
thing whatever is done. 

it is the belief of the supporters of Speaker 
Clark, Representative Underwood, and Gov. 
Harmon that the bill will not get through 
the senate. Mr. Clark and Mr. Underwood 
doth supported it in the house. 

Woodrow Wilson is strongly on record in 
its favor, and Col. Roogeveit wants it, par- 
Uculariy in view: of the charges which have 
been made by the Taft bureau. It isassumed 
that Senator La Follette likewise would have 
no objections to the publication of his re- 
ceipts and expenditures. | | 


Must File Statements. 

The bill requires the manager of a po- 
litical headquarters attempting to secure 
the nomination of any person as a candidate 
for the office of president or vice’ president 
to file with the secretary of the senate item- 
ized statements of contributions and ex- 
penditures, 

The first statement must be presented 
within thirty days after the official call has 
been issued for the national convention. 
Every fifteen days thereafter supplementary 
statements must be filed. These statements 
must be made under oath. 

A final statement, also sworn to, must be 
filed within thirty days after the adjourn- 
ment of the nominating convention. 

The amendments requiring individual con- 
tributor to file statements were incorporated 
in the bil] on the motion of Representative 
Kopp of Wisconsin, Republican, while that 
requiring candidates themselves to file state- 
ments was added to the bill on the motion of 
Representative Bathrick of Ohio, Democrat.

the Titanic in his speech here tonight. 

We have all been shocked,“ he sald, by 
the terrible disaster to the Titanic. Many 
thousands of our people had personal friends 
on the ship. One of the men was formerly 
my aid, Maj. Butt of my mother's state of 
Georgia. He died as he had lived, like an 
officer and a gentleman, not thinking of him- 
self but of saving the lives of women and 
children.“ 

In explaining why he had visited Arkansas, 
Col. Roosevelt said: 

“TI come to Arkansas because this is more 
than any mere factional fight in which I 
am engaged. We are standing for the in- 
terests of the plain people everywhere, east 
or west, north or south, and Democrats are 
just as much interested as the Republicans 
in seeing the triumph of our principles.” 


Leaves for East Today. 

From Little Rock Col. Roosevelt turned 
eastward, leaving after his speech tonight for 
North Carolina. The itinerary was original- 
ly arranged to take him from Little Rock to 
Memphis, but owing to floods it was neces- 
sary to make a change.

Cost Less than Estimates. 

“What will be the probable cost of the 
canal when it is completed 7 

That will depend on the accessories, such 
as drydocks, terminals, coaling stations, and 
supply houses. It will certainly be lees than 
878.000, 000. At the present time we are ex- 
pecting to save from nns $20,000,000 
on the estimated cost. 

How can you make such . as 
to a job of these mighty dimensions?” 

It is simple,“ said Col. Goethals. “‘ We 
make our measurements and estimate the 
quantity. Then from the records of similar 
work elsewhere we can fix the cost per unit 
of cubic yard of excavation or construction 
or pound of steel work, and by the ordinary 
course of arithmetic find just what it should 
be. In the present case the unit prices were 
those adopted by the hoard of contracting 
engineers for 1906.” 

Have you kept within those prices?” 

“Yes, we have cut most of them consider- 
ably. Take the unit price of the concrete. 
The engineers put thet at $8 a cubic yard. 
We are making the locks in the spillway at 
Gatun for $7 a cubic yard, and on the Pacific 
division we have got the concrete work down 
to $5 @ cubic yard. This a saving of 
at least $2,000,000 at Gatun and of $1,500,000 
on the Pacific. Altogether it is a saving of 
$0,500,000. But that is @ saving on but one 
unit price. We have done equally well in

the Financial Leaks. 

“But how can you make such a reduc- 
tion? 

We do it by keeping cost sheets of every- 
thing and by watching the leaks and stop- 
ping them. It is the duty of the engineer not 
only to design and construct but to design 
and construct economically. That ie what 
we are trying to do here at Panama.” 

“Has the world learned any new things 
through the construction of this canal“ 

“ Yes, I think it has,” said Col. Goethals. 
It has learned a great deal about how to 
take care of one’s health in the tropics, and in 
general sanitation. I do not mean that the 
canal has taught the world anything as to 
malaria and yellow fever, as far as the mos- 
quitoes are concerned, or of the methods of 
destroying those insects. These discoveries 
were made by others, and in other parts of 
the world. It was an English army surgeon 
who brought to light the fact that the ma- 
larial mosquito transmitted laria. 

* The yellow fever mosquito was discovered 
by our own army doctore in Cuba, and the 
means of suppressing both were developed at 
Havana. It was here, however, that the use 
of these discoveries was first employed on a 
large scale and by that means forced upon 
the attention of the world. We have shown 
that by proper attention to vegetation and 
drainage, by the use of coal dil on stagnant 
water, and by having living quarters properly 
screened almost any tropical region can be 
made a workable quantity: | 

“And then we have to some extent made 
improvements in machinery for use in great 
works like this. But in that respect we have 
not done so much as we might have done had 
the necessity for quick work not been so 
great.

ROME, April 20.—The secret in regard to 
police surveillance over J. Pilerpont Morgan 
during his recent stay at Florence has been 
cleared up and it affords another instance of 

credulity of the Italian police and detectives. 

Coneurrently with the report that two art 
dealers had offered Mr. Morgan the Mona 
Liea which was stolen from the Louvre 
in Paris, the Florence police came into pos- 
session of a telegram dated New York which 
read: 

Go to Florence, watch Morgan; ascertain 
whether he is buying pictures. Cable good 
story direct to New York. Rush.” The tele- 
gram was picked up in the street and given 
to the police. 

Order for Newspaper Story. 

After some hard work the police found 
that the telegram weg addressed to the Rome 
correspondent of a New York newspaper. 
The correspondent had great difficulty in 
persuading the authorities that the message 
did not relate to the stolen Mona Lisa. 
Until the mystery was cleared up Mr. Morgan 
was shadowed by detectives, who even fol- 
lowed him on bicycles when he was motoring 
in Siena. 

Mr. Morgan has instructed Mr. Imbert, his 
Roman agént, to go to London to superintent 
the packing of the remainder of his collection 
in the South Kensington museum for ship- 
ment to New York. Mr. Imbert probably 
will accompany the collection to New York 
and unpack and catalogue It.

She explained her husband had threatened 
to have her arrested, and she is wearing a 
conspicuous garb to show that she is not 
afraid. 

Signora Moschini is confident that she will 
win the suit, and then, she says, she will 
sue her husband for $20,000 for “ being kicked 
out of his house and being deprived of my 
legal rights.“ 

She ciaimed that her husband also would 
have to pay her hotel bills in Paris and Trou- 
ville, which amount to $1,200. She said she 
is determined to reside in Rome and continue 
to mix in the highest society, in which she 
has been received since her marriage. 


AMERICAN’S BEATIFICATION 
CONSIDERED BY CARDINALS. 


Congregation of Rites Has Second Ses- 
sion to Examine Virtues of First 
Catholic Bishop of Philadelphia

ROME, April 20.—There was a second 
preparatory session of the Congregation of 
Rites on April 16 to examine into the heroic 
virtues of Mgr. Neumann, the first Roman 
Catholic bishop of Philadelphia. This cere- 
mony is part of the procedure necessary to 
the making of a saint. All the cardinalsand 
contulters of the Congregation of Rites were 
present at the session, at which Cardinal 
Mantinelli presided. 

Three sessions are necessary in the pres- 
enoe of the pope to have the decision of the 
congregation sanctioned. The pope has the 
right to refuse his sanction, but he will 
hardly use this privilege, and it is assumed 
that the preparatory sessions will ée Son- 
eluded in 1977. 

It is not likely that the beatification will 
be conferred for a score of years, perhaps 
longer, as there is no record of any miracle 
having been performed by Bishop Neumann.

Taft May Aid Americans on the 
West Coast. to Escape. 


FEARS FOR SAFETY FELT. 


Citizens of This Country, Isolated in 
Sinaloa, Becoming Anxious. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—President 
Taft probably will send a warship soon to 
the west coast of Mexico to enable Amer- 
jeans isolated in Sinaloa and other states 
to leave the disturbed districts. A state de- 
partment anmouncement tonight declared 
this action likely in view of the general anx- 
lety for Americans in those localities. 


Americans Are Isolated. 

State department officials pointed out to- 
night that with the suspension of railroad 
commynication and the interruption of tele- 
graph service, American citizens on the west 
coast of Mexico, especially at Los Mochis, in 
Sinaloa, where there are many Americans, 
as well as in the vicinity of Mazatlan, are 
isolated. 

This fact, together with many reports of 
increased lawlessness on the west coast, is 
causing much anxiety to Americans in the 
region affected and their friends in the 
United States. 

Many requests and expressions of anxiety 
have reached the state department, and ir 
order to obtain news of the Americans in 
the affected localities President Taft, it is 
expected, will send a vessel within a few days 
to afford an opportunity to leave the dis- 
turbed districts to those who may wish to 
do 80. 

Declare Warship Necessary. 

State department officials declared this 
action ‘‘ necessary, because otherwise there 
is no way to learn of the safety of those 
Americans who are at present not only en- 
tirely cut off from communication with the 
outside world, but entirely deprived by the 
cessation of railroad traffic of any means of 
leaving.“ 


PARIS AMUSEMENT RECEIPTS 
IN-1911 BREAK RECORDS. 


Theaters and Other Places Get $11,- 
752,400 During Year—Opera Leads 
All Classes of Shows.

PARIS, April 20.—The official figures for 
the receipts from public amusements in Paris 
in 1911 total $11,752.400, beating the record 
of 1900, the exhibition year, by $167,600. The 
opera was the greatest money taker, the total 
being 8,202,000 francs, or §668,400. The total 
for the Opera Comique was 2,887,000 francs, 
the Theatre Francaise 2,485,000 franca, and 
the fourth subventioned theater, the Odeon; 
867,000 francs. 

Forty theaters took in 23,516,000 frances, or 
$4.708,200, with the Chatelet leading with 
2,359,000 francs. Ten others together exceed 
a million francs. Sarah Bernhardt's theater 
took in 1,088,000 francs and Mme. Réjaine’s 
theater 1,060,000 francs, although the profits 
were go small that both women are reported 
to be considering he abandonment of their 
houses. 

The cinematograph shows totaled 2,804 000 
france, the café concerts 6.895.000, and the 
music halis 7,079,000 francs. The Folies Ber- 
gere was leader among the latter with 1,750,- 
000 francs. The circuses and skating rinks 
handled 4,854,000 francs and the dancing 
halls 063,000, of which the Tabarin obtained 
874,000. The high class concerts at the Con- 
servatoire totaled 150,080 francs, the Con- 
certs Colonne 321,000, and the Concerts La- 
moureux 202,000.

LONDON, April 20.—As momentous and ex- 
citing as is the great issue of home rule, at 
this moment it is temporarily submerged 
by the Titanic tragedy. 

Everybody has been going about depressed 
and absent minded. You could see they could 
not keep their minds on things immediately 
under their eyes, but were all in sombre 
reverie over the awful scenes of this gigantic 
disaster. 

I pever saw a deeper or more solemn still- 
ness come over the house of commons than 
when Premier Asquith rose to make answer 
on the subject, and no man could have ex- 
pressed the feelings of the members of the 
house than did the prime minister through 
language measured as well as touching. 

As everybody knows, large numbers of 
members of the house still adhere to the an- 
cient custom of keeping on their hats dur- 
ing ite sitting. 


Bow Heads in Honor of Dead. 

Many had their heads covered when As- 
quith began, but gradually you saw the deep- 
ening sense that the angel of death was pasa- 
ing over the house—that to recall the his- 
toric phrase of John Bright, you could hear 
the beating of his wings—and thus one mem- 
ber after another instinctively removed his 
hat. 

It was like the salute a passerby pays to 6 
corpse carried to its last home. 

I turn from this tragedy of the Titanic to 
the fight being waged in the house of com- 
mons over the third home rule bill. This bill 
begins its long journey under auspices more 


‘favorable than any of its predecessors, Even 


the raucous voice of the amateur constitu- 
tion monger is silent. It is the first time we 
have been mercifully spareé his verform- 


ance. 


Oppose Nominated Senate, 


Libera] criticism—that ie the nominated sen- 
ate, Nobody could: doubt that provision 
would excite serious opposition and a good 
deal of ridicule, coming especially as it dié 


from a democratic government.

for the minority, and a nominated senate 
seems the best form.

Coming to London in search of work, she 
found employment as an assistant editor on 
the National Reformer, the journal in which 
Bradlaugh preached his gospel. Soon the 
brilliancy of her pen revealed itself, and she 
‘became the mainstay of the publication. 

She had, though, even a greater gift than 
that of the pen. Rarely have I heard so 
masterly a speaker. As logical as though 
atte were describing a proposition in Euclid, 
and yet warm in eloquence, with a clear, low ,

) Was Great Orator. 
Bradlaugh was a great orator, but he was

Notwithstanding the fact thatin my recent 
letter regarding the Magyars I expressed my- 
self strongly concerning their political atti- 
tude, especially as regards the present crisis. 
yet it by no means prevents me from re- 
calling the pleasure of the charming weeks 
and months that I spent in Hungary scme 
years ago. 

The Magyar nature is perhaps the most 
difficult of all for an up-to-date, practical 
western people to understand. Inorder todo 
£0, one must have lived their life, must have 
dwelt amongst them, in order to study their 
music, their poetry, their life, as also their 
eternal and almost fatiguing vivacity. They 
are wholly beyond the grasp of the Anslo- 
Saxon, but the Latin or the Siay can partially 
cemprehend, for they, too, are a mixture of 
the poet, the musician, the warrior. 

The Zingary element must never be lost 
sight of when speaking of the Magyars, al- 
though they do not like to be reminded of it. 
For it imparts to them an impatience of re- 
straint, an ineradicabie. ingredient of turbu- 
lence, and a delight in joining in every Strug- 
gle that may come their way. These quali- 
ties make up a strange compound, full of 
surprises; interesting, but a little too elec- 
trical for the uninitiated; the delight of those 
whose only wish is to be entertained, but 
the despair of more methodical and poncer- 
ous people. 


Finds Interest in Peasantry. 

However, one cannot but recognize that 
in the Magyar race, especially the nobiles and 
peasantry, there is a great and potent charm,

Whoever, for instance, has ridden upon 
the great puszta and has become acquainted 
with the Csikos or herdsmen of semi-wild 
horses has found there the untutored ch 
alry and inborn courtesy of men who ate 
always alone with nature and the thoughts 
that freshness and wildness bring. There 1s 
something extraordinarily picturesque in the 
appearance of these slender, broad shoul- 
dered, and narrow loined lads, clad in white, 
thickly embroidered with multi-colored 
hempen thread, sitting in their saddles like 
warriors, adding indeed to the resemblance 
by holding the tall lances, caught in their 
almost medieval stirrup, with an alr which 
‘clearly means this is nota mere goad but a 
deadly weapon, ready to be couched or thrust 
in defense or offense at any minute. 

These romantic looking herdsmen, who 
seem to have remained stranded in the tall 
grasses of the plains since time immemorial, 
are typical of the pluck, the endurance, and 
the fighting qualities which underlie the 
apparent frivolity of the race. 

Most of the same old fashioned virtues 
are possessd by the peasantry also; dashing, 
frolicking, madcap bands, who after sing- 
ing at the top of their lungs while at work 
in field or furrow ride home in their long 
wooden ladder wagons when the gray of 


coming night rolls down over the puszta, as 


gay and full of vim as when they .eft their 
little thatched village homes as the sun was 
rising. 


Describes Types of Nobility. 

The lords of these villages, the nobles 
who trained and molded this portion of the 
people, and again and again led them to 
battle, are the prototypes of a class of be- 
\ings who, with their faults, their failings, 
and their turbulence, belong to something 
apart from ordinary humanity; as if begot- 
ten by the four winds of heaven, east and 
west, north and south, producing a type that 
is inimitable and remarkably exhilarating. 

Quite another story, however, ig the

Wheat prices again made new high reo- 
ords for the crop yesterday, May selling 
at $1.15, July at $1.00%, and September at 
$1.06. Higher cables started good buying 
right at the start and offerings were light 
until values had advanced about ic from the 
previous close. Bad reports were received 
from eastern Kansas, and, while the con- 
tinued unfavorable advices from cast of the 
Mississippi were regarded as a little stale, the 
intimation thet wheat hed gone back in 
Kansas was sufficient inspiration for the 
bulls. Final quotations were eu. 

A good deal of profit taking was witnessed 
@uring the latter part of the session, but in 
view of this the market showed great 
strength, closing at practically the top prices 
for the day. Outside buying was again in 
evidence and the trade was broad and 
active. 

* Condition Lower in Kansas. 

In regard to the crop, reports were of 
the same general character from east of 
the Mississippi, although Le Count, a local 
crop expert, found more good wheat in Ohio. 
The traders are now more concerned with 
the outlook in the southwest and west. If 
the crop in Kansas is found to be materially 
injured, another wave of buying would be 
witnessed without question. On the other, 
& early prospects in Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and Texas are maintained, the 
surplus in those states would offset dam- 
age elsewhere to a large extent. 

Late reports yesterday said it wes rain- 
ing throughout Nebraska, and at several 
points in Kansas. Good rains would be of 
great benefit to the wheat in those states. 
Northwest reports were a little more favor- 
able. Receipts here were 18 cars, with 11 
cars estimated for Monday. Primary re- 
ceipts were 1,604,000 bu for the week, 
against 2,022,000 bu a year ago. Northwest 
points had 152 cars, last year 233 cars, and 
Winnipeg received 340, against 104 cars. 


| Foreign Markets Strong. 

Foreign markets all were strong. Liver- 
pool was up %@1%4d on the strength on this 
side, the unfavorable political conditions: 
resulting from the closing of the Dar- 
danelles, and the good demand from the 
continent. Paris was %c up, Antwerp %c, 
Berlin ic, and Budapest %c. .The cash de- 
mand here was good, and sales were 230,000 
bu, including a cargo of 165,000 bu No. 2 
hard wheat to go to eastern mille. Outside 
cash markets were strong. May wheat in 
New York sold up to 81.22. a gain of TK 
in two days. 

Clearances for the day were 147,000 bu 
wheat and flour. Local flour demand was 
reported better the last two days. Sellers on 
the bulge were Re Qua, Logan, Barrell, 
King-Farnum, Cudahy, and Comstock. Ar- 
mour sold May. Buying was general early 
with the big wire houses on both sides. Min- 
neapolis wheat stocks decreased 215,000 bu 
for one day, and it is predicted stocks there 
will decrease 1,000,000 bu a week from 
now on. 


Heavy Corn Selling on Bulge. 

Corn rallied sharply at the opening. but 
later was under considerable pressure, final 
quotations being 1-10@%@%c higher. Ar- 
mour was credited with selling corn, and 
the late weakness in oats caused some sell- 
ing, while the demand was not especially 
urgent. Receipts were small, and reports 
from country houses say stocks on hand are 
extremely light. Farmers are not expected 
to sell much corn until after corn planting. 
Shipments from here continue liberal. 

Chicago receipts were 44 cars, with 49 
ears the estimate for Monday, and western 
receipts were 357,000 bu, against 429,000 
bu a year ago. Primary arrivals for the 
week were 2,089,000 bu, compared to 2,825,000 
bu a year ago. Cables were 0% d higher. 
Weather conditions were a little more favor- | 
able for farm work. Cash prices were not 
much changed here, and shipping sales were 
90.000 bu. 


May Oats Have Slump. 

Gelling of May oats by Bartlett-Frazter 
and King-Farnum caused a bad break in 
that month, with other futures sympathis- 
i to some extent. Prices at the finish 
were line lower.

Rosenbaum and King-Farnum were good 
buyers, Reports from the country were 
to the effect that in many sections 


finished, and that the acreage would not be 
much larger than a year ago. In Nebraska, 
however, most of the oats are in. Receipts 
here were 91 cars, with 187 cars the estt- 
mate for Monday, while western arrivals 
for the week were 2,589,000 bu, against 2,824, - 
000 bu a year ago. Cash prices were a little 
easier, but there was a fair shipping demand, 
pales being 140,000 bu.

Randolph and Lake streets. It is possible 
another large department store will become 
the tenant of the proposed building, or that 
itmay become the home of the hippodrome, 
for which St. Louis parties are looking fora 
location here.

: Ought myself of journalism as a profes- 
— but I think I can trace the first set of 


my mind in a journalistic direction to reading 
the preface to the Pious Editor's Creed. 

In those later years the quqestion of the 
unemployed came to Stead. It appealed to 
him. He pursued every account of work for 
the relief of the out of works. He worked 
for the betterment: of men who suffered 
through unemployment, and the work al- 
tracted interest. It was not many years 
before he was really in the work of journal- 
ism, and not long again until he had been 
proffered the editorship of the Northern 
Echo of Darlington. His work there was 
daring. He moved higher. He was made 
assistant editor of the Pall Mal! Gazette, 
then virtua] editor, 

And it was then that Wimam T. Stead 
began to wake up England. 

London was rotten with a leprosy of white 
slavery. Nobles, members of parliament, 
dukes, lords, all were in a great traffic in 
young girls that was carrying them down 
and down into a whirlpool from which there 
was no means of escape. London knew of 
the adder in its breast, but London tried not 
to see. London was aware that girls were 
being sold and bartered. But London did not 
seek further knowledge. 

William T .Stead saw and knew. He looked 
farther into the future, and conceived what 
it would meas to bring all this to the sur- 
face, to expose it, and forée it so visibly upon 
the people that they would demand action. 
The whole great reform might recoil upon 
the reformer and drown him in its tide of 
frenzied awakening. 

_ 

The slothful morals might resist the ef- 
forts of the man who sought to arouse them 
and crush him. But Stead, grim faced. de- 
termined, decided to make the try. His name, 
his reputation, his freedom was on one side, 
against the torture of souls on the other. 
He might lose what he possessed in the ef- 
fort to free the other, but then 

He took the dice box of fate into his hands 
and shook forth the cubes. They tumbled 
upon the green cloth of fortune, they 
wavered, then turned against him, then set- 
tled. He won. 

And it was thus that they turned to the 
winning angle: Stead had found ‘ndis- 
putable evidence of what he wished to prove. 
He knew that power was against him, that 
money was against him, and-that corruption 
was against him. He knew that the one ele- 
ment that could save him was the angry in- 
dignation’ of the populace. He set out to 
win that. 

Bit by bit he gathered his testithony, name 
after name was secured, incident after incl. 
dent was placed in sequence, and then, one 
morning in 188, the blow that changed Eng- 
land’s morals, or at least a part of them, fell. 
London awoke to stare, to gasp. Stead had 
called his exposure ‘‘ The Maiden Tribute of 
Babylon,” and there was truth to back every 
statement. 

One exposure followed another, every fact 
was there, every bit of testimony stood forth 
in a nakedness of truth that was horrifying 
in its plainness. 

—~- 

Stead was arrested. He was thrown into 
prison on the charge that he had committed 
an infraction of the laws. But he only smiled. 
He knew that he had won, that parliament 
would be forced to pass a law that would 
wipe out the white slavery. And a 
did. 

Twenty years after visitors who dent to the 
office of Willlam T. Stead found him wearing 
a prison garb, numbered as it had been in the 
days when he suffered for the cause that he 
knew to be right. They were surprised. 
William T. Stead informed them that it was 
merely his anniversary, his means of cele- 
brating a victory of the past. 

And thus William T. Stead was started into 
a life of fighting for whatever he believed in. 
There was nothing that could swerve him 
when once he had decided that a wrong 
should be righted. There was nothing that 
could check him when once he had made up 
his mind that he was going to carry through 
a project in which he believed. 

And so it was that an investigation led him 
to believe that physical phenomena held a 
truth of immense valve to the human race. 
He was laughed at. He was called a fool. 
What of it? William T. Stead did not care. 
He had been in prison for his thoughts. He 
could be jeered at for them. 


~- 

Impressed with his new belief, and having 
the Review of Reviews, which he had founded 
in 1890, progressing rapidly toward success, 
he founded Borderland, a quarterly devoted 
to occult philosophy and physical phenome- 
na. The journal was edited for several years 


and it was during this period that there came 


into being the automatic hand.“ 

And that was exactly what Mr. Stead 
meant. He insisted that by making his mind 
passive those at a distance. whether in this 
world or some other, would move it for him, 
would make ft transcribe on paper their 
thoughts, their messages. And chief among 
these persons who senf messages from be- 
yond the great divide was Julie.“ 

These messages of the automatic han 
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caused Mr. Stead to announce with absolute 
conviction that the dead return. For him, it 
was a truth established, a problem which 
is solved, a subject on which doubt is hence- 
forth impossible.“

Julia was formerly Miss Julia A. Ames of 
the editorial staff of the Union Signal of 
Chicago, the organ of the W. C. T. U. She

met Mr. Stead on her visit to England in 
1890. and they were friends for the remainder 
of her brief life. Since her death their friend- 
ship had become more fixed and enduring, 
was the great editor’s naive admission, and 
„our communication has been continuous.’ 
He also states that soon after she slipped 
out of her body he began to devtlop various

R. STEAD was born in 1849 - but I do 
not know how old he is. The world 
at large calls him a journalist—but I 
do know what he is. Once I was in- 
clined to liken him to a steam shovel, 
like the big fellow scooping out the Panama 
ditch; but since I have learned more about 
Panama I renege on that impression as being 
unfair to Stead’s energy. 

Stead is just Stead—there is no instead— 
there never will be one tomy mind. Helsa 
limited edition of one copy and thus far no- 
body has managed to bind him. 

He is the intimate friend of ‘everybody 
worth while between here and hereafter, and 
this is not a play on words. He knows more 
about this world and the next world than 
any other man breathing. I think it was 
John Morley (with whom Stead was associ- 
ated in editing the Pall Mall Gazette back 
in the days when the twa of them were 
showing the world’s Grub Streets“ how to 
run a real newspaper), who said that Stead 
could have been prime minister of Great 
Britain if he had not written the Maiden's 
Tribute But in that case he would not have 
been what he is now, and it is just as well 
that the matter rests in its present status, 
because, after all, what is a prime minister 
when you come to think of it? 

> 

For my part, I am sure I don’t remember 
the names of more than six who ever lived, 
and at that my mind gets a bit tongue tied 
on the subject after I’ve checked off three. 

Morley himself is well up in the British 
cabinet, Harmsworth, who sat at Stead's 
feet in idolatry, is a titled personage, and 
Stead looks just as he did, and is just what 
he was, and, I’m half inclined to believe, 
is still wearing the same hat that he wore 

back in the days when the three of them 
were seated in their fourth estate strong- 
holds. 

Stead doesn’t change and won't. He pre- 
fers his tribuneship of the press to a praetor- 
ship in any party. He loves England with 
that great patriotism that has no myopia. 
His pen speaks with the ink of conscience. 
He has never stultified his independence. 

He has always held his honest viewpoint

above purchase, even though the lure be 
political preferment, or the bauble of knight- 
hood. or the bait of wealth. He refuses to 
trim either his individuality or his beard. 
He has never lost his boyhood optimism or 
his manhood’s faith. He fears God too deep- 
ly to fear men.

Stead accumblates fortunes through his 
head and loses them through hig heart. He 
doesn’t care a rap for money. His personal 
needs could possibly be covered by the in- 
come of a man who hasn't ag income but 
wage. He has no bad habits except work. 
His instincts are as clean as those of a de- 
cent woman, and just as wholesome. He 
has no personal temper, but the Lord help 
you when his moral anger is aroused. His 
latchstring is always out. You can get into 
his office as easily as you can enter a street, 
car. He is too busy to have a secretary and 
too important to be exclusive. 

Mowbray house is a clearing house for the 
political troubles of the world, and the per- 
sonal troubles of everybody, with the right 
to a wrong. 

Personally, I think he carries his human 
tarianism too far—no one man is called upon 
to average up the world’s charity. Stead 
believes in things. He gets enthusiastic 
over his plans, and converts the enthusiasm 
into the strongest head of steam that ever 
throbbed a human engine. How in the world 
he accomplishes all his work I can’t fathom. 
The books he has written would fil! out the 
average case, and at that I do not take into 
account the mile of miscellaneous things he 
has published in his Review of Reviews and 
the various magazines to which he is a 
constant contributor. 
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He is an acknowledge authority on the 
continent of Africa. He knows just as much 
about Russia, His researches in spiritualism 
and the psychic phenomena exhibit an equal 
familiarity with another world. 

He produces practically every pege in his 
Review of Reviews. When I last saw him, in 
November, he was engaged upon his history 
of the house of lords—just a little exercise 


to keep his pen from rusting, pretty much 
aa he ran off his wonderful book two sum- 
mers ago on the revival of reading, because 
he feared that a complete rest during vaca- 
tion might get him into lazy habits. 

I never saw him in a hurry. He does forget 
to eat his lunch occasionally, and when there 
ie nothing more important on hand he goes 
to bed; but he has loads of time for everybody 
and everything. Stead could probably write 
the history of the world for the next ten 
years and do it far more accurately than you 
or I would do it ten years from now.

In the days when the king of England was 
the Prince of Wales and good fellows he and 
Stead were first rate friends. That was 
before the Boer war. which, if you remem- 
per, was a little difference of opinion be- 
tween Great Britain om the one side and 
Stead, slightly assisted by Kruger & Co., 
on the other. Stead won. Since then he 
takes his tea at Mowbray house by the 
Thames instead of Buckingham palace by 
the park. But I am digressing. Let me see. 
where was 17 O, yes. 

Albert E. was complaining of his poor lot 
in lite. O, you haven't such a bad job,” 
said Stead. 

“But I can't do anything I really Hike.“ 
fretted Victoria's son, 

“Ah! was the retort. “Then my job is 
a better one, because I have never done any- 
thing I did not want to.“ 

Last spring I went down to Washington 
with him to see the president. Albert Shaw 
had arranged for the meeting, and Mr. Roose- 
velt, who has always been a great admirer of 
Stead greeted him “ delightedly.” For a 
moment the two discussed commonplaces, 
when the conversation began to take a per- 
sonal turn.

The president, knowing of Stead's interest 
in the welfare of the Boers, suddenly turned 
to him and exclaimed: 

„My people were Dutch, you know, as you 
can tell by the name Roosevelt.” 

For za moment Stead eyed him, and then 
biurted out: Tou didn't show it much 


when you sent those mules over to South 
Africa.“ 

There you have the dominant Stead char- 
actristic—independence of everything and 
everybady. Wait a Mt. I'm wrong. Stead 
is not independent of everything. He is a 
slave in the galleys of honor and conscience. 
He belongs to his convictions—they do not 
belong to him. 

His convictions on the traffic in innocent 
young girls, expressed in The Maiden's 
Modern Tribute to Babylon,” brought on an- 
other conviction, which resulted in a term 
in jail. His convictions on the government 
of Russia, set forth In book form after his 
first visit to Muscovy. rendered it advisable 
for him to eat his caviare from an export 
tin for a little while. His convictions on the 
Boer war called down upon his head the 
wrath of England, and for some time actual- 
ly endangered his person. Somehow or other. 
it seems to make folks irritable to have the 
truth stuffed down their throats 2 la Stras- 


burg.

But the Maiden’s Tribute” cleansed a 
whole section of London of as vile a fester 
as ever rotted a city, and thereafter ren- 
dered it safe for poor, foolish working girls. 
And the book on Russia turned out to be so 
fair and just that today no foreigner has a 
better status at St. Petersburg, and that his 
views oh the Boer war were well grounded 
was evidenced at the next election by the 
return of the opposition to power with such 
a flooding majority that a few slow mathe- 
maticians are still adding it up. Stead is, 
beyond doubt, the personal friend of more 
living and dead monarchs than any private 
eiten on this earth. He has interviewed 
more celebrities than any one writer in 
history, Plutarch and Marco Polo not ex- 
cepted. He is a human snapshot, with a 
pack of films, where normal men have just 
a memory. 

You see, I was not wrong when I said 
that the date of his birth has no connection 
with his age. He knows enough to bea hun- 
dred, and he accomplishes so much that he 
ought not to be a day more than 30. He has 
been asking questions of the wor for so 
long that be has become a man of mark him- 
self—a question mark. 


full of sadness because they cannot com- 
municate with those whom they love. 

„Many on earth are racked with agony 
because they imagine their loved ones are 
lost in hell, while in reality they are within 
the all-embracing arms of the love of God. 
Something should be done to enable the sor- 
rowing ones on earth to know that their so- 
called dead live nearer than ever before. It 
would dry many a tear and ease many a 
sorrow. What we need is a bureau of com- 
munication. .. . Itis the most important 
thing there is to do and you can count 
on the eager cotperation of all on this side.” 

It was this message from Julla that caused 
Mr. Stead to open his famous “ postoffice for 
spirite”’ in London in 1000, where he com- 
municated with persons in the other world. 
In evidence that he did believe in after life 
Mr. Stead wrote this: 

“For the last fifteen years I have been 
don vinced by the pressure of a continually 
accumulating mass of first hand evidence 
of the truth*of the persistence of personality 
after death and the possibility of intercourse 
with the departed. But I always said, 1 
will wait until some one in my own family 
hag passed beyond the grave before I finally 
declare my conviction on this subject.’ 
Twelve months ago this month of December 
I saw my eldest son, whom I had trained in 
the fond hope that he would be my heir and 
successor, die at the early age of 33. The 
tle between us was of the closest. No one 
could deceive me by fabricating spurious 
messages from my beloved son. 

“Twelve months have now passed, not 
one week of which I have not been cheered 
and comforted by messages from my boy, 
who is nearer and dearer to me than ever 
before. The preceding twelve months I had 
been much abroad, and I heard less frequent- 
ly from him in that year than I have heard 
from him since he passed out of our sight. 
I have not taken his communications by my 
own hand. I knew him too well, and what i 
wrote might have been the unconscious 
echoes of converse in the past. 

“He has communicated with me through 
the hands of two slight acquaintances, and 
they have been one and all stamped with 
the impress of his own character and mcce 
of thought as any of the letters he wrote to 
me @uring his sojourn on earth. After this 
I can doubt no more. For me the problem 
ia solved. The truth is established. And 1 
am glad to have this opporfunity of testify- 
ing publicly to all the world that for me doubt 
on this subject is henceforth impossible.’ 

— 

Bt was tn 1898 and 1994 that William T. 
Stead made himself best known to Chicago- 
ans. For it was then that he came here, 
and, being impressed with Chicago and its 
inner workings, began the writing of a book 
that made him more famous than ever all 
over the world. That book was called “ If 
Christ Came to Chicago.” 

To write thie book Mr. Stead lived in Chi- 
cago. He did not view it from an outside 
angie. He worked in the streets with snow 
shévelers of the “soup line.” He looked on 
the lower strata of life from Hank North's 
saloon at Twenty-first and Clark streets. 
He viewed other phases with John Cough- 
Um and Alderman Kenna. And he read life 
from every possible angle. 

By day and by night he wandered through 
the city, visiting ite worst dives, its most 
grewaome spots, and noting every one of 
them. In tetween times, in a little room 
above North’s saloon, he wrote on his book, 
putting down in black and white what he had 
seen, drawing his conclusions, and getting 
ready to set them forth to the world. 

Stead was the real muckraker.. He be- 
lieved in stirring up whatever was vile and 
unsightly and unwholesome, and showing it 
to the world in all its awfulness, in every 
feature of its nauseating tfuthfulness. 
There was nothing hidden, nothing that es- 
caped the crudeness of hisincisive yet jagged 
goalpel, which tore rather than cut, which 
rapped jaggedly and roughly rather than laid 
bare with the smoothness of the surgeon. 

— 

Wiliam T. Stead was a moral surgeon of 
the old school. He amputated without an- 
esthetics. The patient suffgred and writhed 
beneath the torture, and it was that tuffer- 
ing which made it well. 

He wrote of the police stations, of the 
Saloons, of the places where lights glow red 
and where womanhood remains only through 
the grace of name. He wrote of drunken- 
ness, of squalor, of the laxity of politics, of 
political favor, and of debauchery. And 
then, when the book was published, it swept 
the country. 

For a year it was discussed, preached for, 
preached against, suppressed, held up as the 
ravings of a maniac, hailed as the voicings 
of a prophet. Evidently Stead was disgusted 
with Chicago. Certainly, he said enough 
things about the place to assure those who 
read the book that he did not Uke the morals 
of the city. 

But things can change, and Stead found 
this out on a later visit. Then it was that he 
wrote Hank North of his coming, and when 
the celebrated editor arrived, there was the 
saloonkeeper awaiting him. Together they 
went around the city, viewing the sights that 
Stead had once looked upon before. And the 
editor made comments

“ Why, how things have changed,“ he 1e@- 
marked as they strolled along. Every- 
thing Is so much more quiet in the city than it 
was when I was here before.”’ | 

That,“ answered North, 1 because the 
police keep close watch to see that the re- 
sorts are quiet.“ 

80? asked the editor. 
watch them, do they?” 

Keep them all in a district where there 
can be discipline,” the saloonkeeper an- 
swered. 

“There was not much discipline when I 
was here in 1803. Stead remarked. ‘‘ Things 
have changed a great deal. Even the cabs 
seem to be better appearing. 

At this moment a Salvation Army band 
down the street began a song. A crowd gathi- 
ered quickly and listened. The editor and 
the saloonkeeper approached the group. Two 
or three men were kneeling cn the dirty pave- 
ment. 

„That's a mighty good sign,’ 
Stead. 

While the editor and his guide were stroll- 
ing back to the Wisconsin Mr. Stead ex- 
pressed a desire to see his old friends, Ald. 
Kenne and Coughlin. 

“I would give anything to talk for half an 
hour with Coughlin,” said he. Kenna, too, 
was an interesting man. He wasshrewd.”’

North attempted to reach the two aldermen 
over the telephone and arrange a meeting, 
but he learned Ald. Kenna was out of the 
city. Ald. Coughlin could not be found. 

Mr. Stead also went to the Harrison street 
police station, which furnished him with one 
of the most picturesque chapters of his book, 
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“TI want to see it at this time of night, as 
I did fourteen years ago, he said. 

Accompanied by several friends the editor 
made an inspection of the station, investigat- 
ing the cellrodms and the courtroom, 

“Why, they don't do half the business in 
this station they used to,“ he said, when he 
had finished. It must be an unusually quiet 
night.” 

“The desk sergeant informed him that 
“business had been about normal. The 
officer was leaning leisurely on his desk. 
emoking a pipe. 

I've seen the night.“ commented Mr. 
Stead, “‘ when they had to line the prisoners 
up in double rows before the desk, sergeant.”’ 

I never saw that, admitted the sergeant.

In 1897 Mr. Stead attempted to do thesame 
reform work with New York in regard to the 
Tammany ring. This story, a Vesuvian out- 
burst of vindictiveness against conditions as 
he found them, was called Satan's In- 
visible Empire Revealed.” However, per- 
haps the edge had been worn off, for Americ: 
did not take to the book as it had done tothe 
one regarding Chicago. 

Returning to England, Mr. Stead conceived 
the idea that since the dime novel is a thing 
that injures, there should be something that 
would build up to take its place. And with 
that intention in view he made possible the 
publication of little pocket booklets con- 
taining the best of the masters of English 
and American poetry. This was the bégin- 
ning of the Penny Poetry series, and the 
little booklets have been spread all ever the 
world. 

The Boer war came. There have been 
those who have said that the war was not a 
War between England and the Boers, but a 


war between England and Wiiliam T. Stead. 


He fought against his own country, and his 
dmmunition was his ink and pen. But he 
fought a fight that won eventually. There 
was nothing thet he did not ddre to say 
against the course that his mother country 


was eee e was no accusation he 
ma 


did not dere ke, and in the end the Eng- 
lish government wes forced to admit that he 
was right in many of his contentions.

Such, too, was the fight that he waged for 
Ireland in the earlier days. Of the same 
nature was the quarrel he had with Russia. 
And even after the publication of his book 
there came from Russia the invitation of 
the czar to act as the Little Schoolmaster 
of the Country.“ 

Perhaps one of the best pictures that has 
ever been given of Mr. Stead was written by 


V. B. Northrop, a writer who interviewed 


the editor about eight years ago. Following 


is the story Northrop wrote of their meeting: 


I called on Mr. Stead at his office in Mo- 
bray house, Strand. Stead occupies e corner 
room in a tall building, his windowe com- 
manding a magnificent sweep of the River 
‘Thames, et the point where it is crossed by 
the English Bridge of Sighs, immortalized in 
the poem of Hood.

It was characteristic of Mr. Stead’s some- 
what tangled’ character that he should wal:

When he did decide that he would go 
to a theater and violate all the theories of 
nig earlier teachings, he did not do it in 4 
sneaking manner. William T. Stead had 
decided that he was going toa theater, And 
he let all the world know of the fact. He 
published it. He was interviewed on the 
departure from a Ifelong schedule. Then 
he proceeded to go to the playhouse and like 
the attraction.

Perfumery is apparently popular in the 
senate. A dram of oll of rose, several ounces 
of rose and heliotrope extract, the choicest 
the market affords, and numerous jars of 
massage cream were purchased to enliance 
the senatorial pulchritude,

tors are subject to the common ailments of 
humanity. Three bottles of bromo seltzer, 
three bottles of bromo caffeinle, three bottles 
of salts, and one dozen bottles of pepsin 


tablets appear in their stock. 

Vaseline, listerine, bromo quinihe, Jamaica 
ginger, a dozen packages of court plaster.

One of the strangest things to be seen about 
the senate chamber is the old fashioned snuff 
boxes. One of these is at the right of the vice 
president’s chair and the other at the left. 
They are convenient to the doors opening into 
the senate chamber from the corridor lead- 
ing to the marble room. These boxes have 
been located here since the senate moved into 

he present halb in 1859, being brought over 
from the old senate chamber. Nor are they 
mere orna®hents, suggestive of the days of 
short breeches, silk stockings, silver shoe 
buckles, silk shirts and ruffles, powdered wigs 
and perukes. They are kept filled, and a fe 
of the older senators can still be seen to visit 
them and daintily extract pinches of the 
rarest snuff.

HERE’S TORYISM. 

The Hon. Orozco, generalissimo of the 
Mexican patriots who yearn to stand Presi- 
dent Madero up against a brick wal! and 
drop a handkerchief for a firing squad, says: 

“We hope to establish the recall, by 
which we think revolutions would stop.” 

This hope will strike Americans as repre- 
senting a very sound conservatism. It al- 
most approaches hard shelled torvism. It 

smells of reaction. It makes our own stand- 
patters look like crawfish scurrying nimbly 


half billions of dollars. Our present army 
is roughly estimated to cost $1,000,000 an- 
nually per thousand enlisted men. On this 
basis the cost of our wars would have main- 
tained an army at our present strength, in 
its present illogical and expensive form, and 
at present high values, for 123 years. Of 
course it would have maintained it much 
longer, because the cost of maintenance 
bas averaged far below the present cost. 
Assuming that some of the belated com- 


‘mon sense and foresight which the army 


reformers are now trying to get recognized 
in congress (the expression is ours, the point 
more respectfully stated is Maj. Helmick’s) 
had been applied from the first, for the 
“game expenditure and by forming a reserve 
after three years with the colors we might 
have had an army of 45,000 men and a re- 
serve of 105,000 during the whole of 130 
years of national existence. 

If the United States had had such a force 
there would never have been the humilia- 
tion of invasion and defeat in 1812-1814, the 
Mexican war could have. been accomplished 
at half the cost, and the long agony of the 
civil war would have been shortened to a 
tithe of the length, if, indeed, there had been 
any armed conflict. 

Maj. Helmick admits these are supposi- 
tions, but they are suppositions backed by 
history. Germany ended the French war 
in six weeks, spending one dollar to every 
thirteen the civil war cost the United States. 
Japan’s short war with Russia cost her less 
than one-ninth what our civil war cost, not 
counting our huge pension cost. 

And the staggering cost of prolonged; 
wars in human blood and tears is beyond 
computation. 

There are two classes of pacifists. In one 
class are those who believe that any military 
establishment of power and efficiency is a 
temptation to war. These would do away 
with an army at once and rely upon diplo- 
macy and the golden rule. 

In the other class are those who believe 
that as actual conditions in the world now 
are war is a peril which every nation must in 


military preparedness. War, like death. is 
deplorable, and we should all work zealous- 
ly to prevent it and to provide other means 
of trying international disputes when pos- 
sible, but until these are more certain and 
firmly established than now, a nation, neg- 
lects military defense at its peri] and eveut- 


backward. |

Hadit 
been inaugurated when Chicago was begun, 
downtown property values would never 
have attained their présent dangerously 
high levels, and the city at large would 
have prospered more. In the outlying dis 
tricts ordinances requiring wide streets and 
expensive paving work great hardship.

Ald. Thompson of the national housing 
reform council of England says that undet 
modera conditions of subdivision the cost ot 
roads, sewers, ete., reaches from $45 io 
$225 a-cottage, and puts up the cost of 
rents. A forty foot paved road on the out 
skirts of a town costs $1,000 to $2,500a 
acre. 

Nettlefold says that where there are fif- 
teen houses to the acre the rent must e 
advanced one-sixth to pay for the cost of 
street paving and repair on a forty foot 
street. 

Unwin has worked out a plan of adapt 
ing the width and improvement of the strett 
to its use, so that an owner with twenty 
acres can put in the improvements and build 
340 houses for the same money 4 
houses would cost if rectangular streets of 
uniform width and paving were paid for. 

In the London town planning conventies 
of 1910 Hogemen of Berlin and Adams 
England both said that wide streets caused 
tenements. It was necessary that the 
owner extract from each yard of his frost 
age enough rent to pay its share of i

The members consist of persons who agree 
to contribute two new garments or articles 
of household linen annually for charity. 
Five of these members, each pledging her- 
self to secure ten other members, form a 
section, and-ten or more of these sections 
form a city branch. Of these five members or 
directors one is. chosen as president of the 
section. Each section is thus responsible 


for the collection of 110 garments, and as 
money is needed for local and national ex- 
Denses each director Is expected to secure 
one money member,“ who contributes a 
sum of money, the 2mount not specified. 


The garments’ are collected once a year. 
Bianks are previously sent to the different 
institutions asking for a list of their needs 
ard the cistribution is made as impartially aa 
possible. As the guild stands for the high- 
est principles, and ideals in charitable dis- 
tribution, pauperization has been avoided 
by investigation, the needs and worth of 
the institutions being vouched for by those 
who have visited them. 

In 1910 there were 8,100 garments collected 
for boys, men, girls, and women. The Needle- 
work guild is affiliated with the Red Crose 
society, and the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs.

Most of them 
believe that this has always been Ireland's 
nam but the fact is that as flag go, % is 
comperatively) new. 

It fret made its appearance in 1708 when it 
was adopted by the United Irishmen, and it 
ia said they chose green because it ig a 
nend of orange and blue, to.typify the union 
of the north and south. 

In point of antiquity the real Irish flag is 
the “ spear and serpent,’ which appears in 
the arms of the O’Sullivans. It is said to 
commemorate the incident of Gaocdhal Glas, 
the ancestor of Milesius, who, tradition says, 
was cured of a snake bite by the rod of 
Moses. Next to that comes the flag of Fiohm 
MacCumhall’s militia. the golden sunburst 
on a blue ground, and the weight of opinion 
seems to favor this as the true national flag. 
Blue, indeed, was always Ireland’s color 


until 1796. 


There are a number of other flags which 
have figured in history, and all have 
their enthusiastic supporters. One of the 
most popular ia the three golden crowns on 
a blue ground, which figures now in the arms 
of the province of Munster. This was ac- 
cepted after the Norman invasion in 1170 
as the flag of Ireland, the three crowns typi- 
fying the three kingdoms of Desmond, Or-

They 
are determined to place Elgin on the map 
with a vengeance. A committee consisting of 
Charles Root, chairman of the technical com- 
mittee of the Chicago Motor club, and Ed- 
ward Westlake and St. Clair Couzens will 
visit manufacturers this week.

Farmers throughout the country are showing 
a lively interest in the approaching congress 
and will be represented by a big delegation. 

Because of the immense size of the con- 
gress, which is a consolidation of the conven- 
tions of the. American Automobile associa- 
tion, the American Road Builders’ associa- 
tion, the American Association for Highway 
Improvement, and the National Association 
of Road Material and Machinery Manufac- 
turers, the committee on time and place 
which has been appointed by Phe executive 
committee of the congress to select the city 
where the big meeting will be held has been 
instructed carefully to inquire into the rail- 
road facilities, the hotel accommodations, 
and the convention hall facilities of the va- 
rious cities which are under consideration. 

Strong bids for the convention have been 
made by Chicago, Atlanta, New Orleans, De- 
troit, Kansas City, St. Louis, Atlantic City, 
Buffalo, Washington, D. C., Milwaukee, Phil- 
adelphia, Cincinnati, Cleveland, San Francis- 
co, Denver, Colorado Springs, and Mountain 
Lake Park, Md. All bids will be considered 
by the executive committee, but no selection 
will be made until the facilities of the various 
cities have been personally inspected by the 
committee’ on time and place, which win 
start out within a short time. 

The problem of selecting the city where the 
congress shall be held is not as simple a mat- 
ter as it might seem to be. The committee 
on time and place will have to keep the con- 
venience of all four associations in min¢. 
It will be necessary to select a city that 
will be as accessible to all the automobilists 
of the country as it will be to the public offi- 
cials, railroad men, and private citizens be- 
longing to the American Association for 
Highway Improvement and to the road 
builders and the manufacturers.

up section within corporate limits, and over 25 miles 
per hour when outside corporate limits. 

INDIANA—Register with the secretary of state 
at Indianapolis; fee, $1, which is perpetual.

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INDIANA RACING 
HYMAN’S SCHEME 


Chicagoan Forming Club to 
Run Turf Meets in Lake 
and Porter Counties, 


SAYS SELLERS LAW FITS. 


BY H. E. K. 

Ninety days of high class racing in 
northern Indiana, contiguous to Chicago; 
forty-five days in Lake county and forty-five 
in Porter county, adjoining Lake county on 
the east, all under the auspices of the In- 
diana Jockey club, composed mainly of 
representative citizens of Indiana” and 
“duly sanctioned by the authorities accord- 
ing to the existing law.”

Arrangements for a revival of the racing 
game along those lines and in those places 
are said to have passed the “ tentative 
stage, and all that awaits, it likewise ig 
alleged, is the selection of the tracks and the 
partition of the ‘stock.

The plan originated in Chicago, in the 
fertile brain of Ben R. Hyman, to be 
exact, and the first intention was to apply it 
to Cook county, III., but the owners of race 
track property in this immedi vicinity 
could not be made to see it in thélight that 
was shed on it by its proponents, and conse- 
quently its transference to Indiana, where 
something of a foothold already had beer 
secured and something of the right kind of 
encouragement been offered, and away fiem 
the political ‘aff@*Zamidling squeezes of Chi- 
ago. We 

Indiana’s “Perfectly Good” Law. 

Indiana has a perfectly good racing 
law, although its existence hag been lost 
sight of for a number of years. It was in- 
adequate to the demands of the race track 
proprietors of a dozen years ago,who wanted 
continuous racing or nothing, but it seems to 
fit the present scheme of revival as if made 
to order for it. 

The Sellers law—that being its name— 
sanctions forty-five days of racing on one 
track, in stretches’ of fifteen days, with thirty 
days intervening between stretches, during 
the warmer half of the year. That law was 
in force and effect in Indiana at the time rac- 
ing was stopped there in 1806, and was not 
repealed . 

The old Roby confederacy tried to get 
around it and supply itself with continuous 
racing in one spot by building and operating 
three ‘‘ jerichos à quarter of a mile apart. 
The track owners got a favorable ruling 
from the local judge, who interpreted the 
law according to its letter, and not its spirit. 
The antis took it up to the Supreme court, 
and Judge McCabe wrote a decision declar- 
ing that racing as it was being carried on at 
the trinity of tracks in Lake county was in 
contravention of the intent of the legislature 
when it passed the Sellers law. 


One in Lake, One in Porter. 

It is on this decision of Judge McCake. 
that closed racing in northern Indiana, that 
the fathers of the present plan propose to 
reopen it. The Sellers law, they show, will 
be accepted in a stricter sense than the leg~ 
islature required. Instead of having but one 
track in a “ neighborhood they will have 
only one in a county—specifically, one in 
Lake and the other in Porter. 

It might be proper to ask at this. point 
how about the common gambling law, which 
always can be invoked to nullify schemes of 
racing promotion? 

That, the answer will be, was the first thing 
provided for in the elaborate and ingenious 
plan of organization. “ There ain't going to 
be no gambling —the redundence of nega- 
tive describing the tentative conditions pre- 
cisely. There's not going to be any “ obvi- 
ous gambling. 

- The Jockey club proper will be a “ vol-. 
untary organization of gentlemen.” having 
nothing to do with anything but the sate 
conduct of the racing. It will have to hand 
in the finances of the establishment, beyond

I shall fight Comiskey or Stewart here, then 
will take on a heavyweight at Springfieli, 
and then go to California, where I hope to 
take on some of the coast heavyweights 
over a longer distance than I have ever 
fought before.”

Fast Field Named in C. of C. 
Purse at Detroit Meeting. 


THIRTY-TWO NOMINATED. 


Geers Leads Other Drivers in Victories 
Scored in Classie. 


BY BENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

Tue 55, 00 C race for 2:13 pacers, known as the 
Chamber of Commerce purse and decided an- 
nually at the Detroit grand circuit meeting, 
as a rule includes in its list of nominations 
all the really high class pacers with no rec- 
ords, or at least not fast ones, as the event 
is for herses with marks not better than 2:13, 
which practically is no record for a pacer 
with grand circuit aspirations. 

Other tracks have purses of comfortable 
Size for the more or less green ”’ pacers, 
but the Detroit affair is the keynote for all. 
It was established many years ago by D. J. 
Campau, who at the same time instituted the 
&'9,000 M. and M. for slow class trotters, 
and in other ways led the movement which 
took harness racing in the west out of the 
hands of undesirables and brought to its 
management men of standing. | 

Campau’s Name Respected. 

Now that Mr. Campau is not active in track 
management and the races he founded have 
become classics by which alljothers of like 
caliber are measured, it is well to remember 
the man who made trotting and pacing both 
respectable and popular in the west. 

The Chamber of Commerce has been won 
by some high class pacers, a common horse 
not often showing prominently Geers has 
taken down first money more often than any 
other driver, having won with Direct Hal 
aud his son Walter Direct, with Baron Grat- 
tan, with Ardelle, and with The Abbe, which 
Was victorious in 1910. 

Laet.year the race, which has been improv- 
ing in class right along, fell to Verhon*Mc- 
Kinney after four heats in 2:04%, 2:04, 2:08%, 
2:04%, and the chances are as good or better 
time will be made in the 1012 renewal of the 
race.

He is by 
Direct Hal, a good sire of pacers, unbeaten on 
the turf, and while just now Joe Patchen II. 
is the best of the pair there is no telling what 
may happen before race day. 
Dean Depends on Henry H. 
Stil, I think Dean is depending on Henry H. 
for the big pacing purses. This big gelding 
‘started out some years ago as a pacer, but 
proved to be too slow and not well gaited 
enough to go to “the bushes,” o he was 
shifted to the trot, and in 1910 won over 
$10,000, headed about a dozen summaries, and 
took a record of 2:07% at the new gait. As 
that mark reduced his earning power, he was 
allowed to pace by Dean (who is clever with 
the double gaited ones) and worked so well it 
was decided to hold him over for the grand 
“circuit this summer. 

Of late years it takes a 2:04 or better pacer 
to win the C. of C., and Henry H. may not be 
that good, but he worked a half mile track 
better than 2:10, which should mean a good 
deal in the case of a 16 hand horse that 
weighs about 1,200 pounds when in training 
and is big gaited. Dean also has Jessie Direct 
in the race, and as she is by Walter Direct and 
halis right from Tennessee, where the good 
pacers are bred, she may cut some figure.

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The eighth wonder of the world, at least 
from a pugilistic viewpoint. is Abe Attel, 
the little Jewish featherweight who re- 
cently relinquished his grip on the title in 
his class after having held it so long that 
it seemed his personal property. The sta- 
tisticlan of boxing records would wear his 
eyes out looking for a more wonderful per- 
former than Attel has been. ä 

The ring activities of Attel cover a pe- 
riod of twelve years in which he was 
crowned featherweight champion of the 
world. While be was in the zenith of his 
career he met them all, not alone feather- 
weights but lightweights and stars at that 
who outweighed him a dozen pounds. But 
his record was not dimmed in giving even 
these great concessions, for he was a mas- 
ter at the art of self-defense in all that 
the term implies. That was not all, how- 
ever, for he was a master of the art of of- 
fense as well, 

Handling all who disputed his right to 
the title with esse for years, the blow came 
swiftiy when it landed. and strangely 
enough his downfall at the hande of Father 
Time and Johnny Kilbane came on the 
anniversary of his birth, Washington's 
birthday, Feb. 22, 188. Incidentally it 
came in hig native state, for he was born 
in San Francisco. Father Time and Kil- 
bane accomplished the feat last February. 

There was no cause for celebrating the 
day that Attel met Kilbane—not from the 
Attel side of the picture, but there was 
from the other side. for the Cleveland 
fighter had accomplished a great achieve- 
ment. All the credit due a victor should 
be accorded Kilbane, but at the same time 
the fact should not be overlooked that time 
had played its part in the finish of Attel as 
champion. 

Attel, like many another fighter who has 
seen his best days of ring service, refuses 
to believe that he has gone back—that he is 
a “ has-been ’’—but results are the great- 
est evidence, and the balance does not 
swing in his favor. 

When Attel was a mere figure in the 
fighting game, nearly twelve years ago. 
there were a few who saw in him just what

George Siler, the referee, now dead. Siler, 
after seeing the Jewish kid mill once, said:

His long suit was look- 
ing out for Attel. and with this he naturally 
combined a goodly supply of generalship. 


Attel wasn't in the game two years before 
he was stacked up against George Dixon, 
the famous “ Little Chocolate.” In that 
bout, which took place in 1901, he won in 
fifteen rounds. They put up such a whirl- 
wind battle that they were rematched for 
two more battles in 1901. The results were 


draws. 
The following year Abey went against the 


best in the game, including “Kid” Broad, 


Aurelia Herrera, Buddy Ryan, Harry 
Forbes, and Benny Tanger The only 
fighter to defeat him was the Italian, who 
scored a knockout in the nineteenth round. 
Attel's most important bouts in 1903 were 
against Johnny Reagan of Brooklyn, which 


he won in twegty rounds, and a draw with 


Eddie Hanlon. ; 

Fighting a lot of battles against the top- 
notchers in his class in 1904, Attel encoun- 
tered two upsets, being knocked out by 
“Brooklyn Tommy” Sullivan in five 
rounds and losing to Jack McClelland of 
Pittsburgh in fifteen rounds. Tommy Feltz, 
Jimmy Dunn, Kid Goodman, and Bat- 
tling were among those he stacked up 
against in 1905, but not one of them could 
beat the clever Abey. 

The sailing was smooth for a long period 
after that, and he scored victory after vic- 
tory over the best boys in the country. 
Finally, in 1908, he met Freddie Welsh of 
Wales and lost in fifteen rounds after giv- 
ing away pounds of weight. His next de- 
feat registered was by Tommy Kilbane last 
year, because Attel broke his right shoulder 
blade in the fourth round. 

A considerable number of the bouts that 
Attel engaged in were no decision affairs, 


but the record books show that up to the 
Tommy 


time he was injured in the 
Kilbane bout he had lost only four fights. 
That constitutes a record for eleven years 
of active work. Since that time, or this 
year, Attel bas been beaten twice on deci- 
sions of which there was no doubt, once by 
Johnny Kilbane and the other time by 
“Harlem Tommy” Murphy, to whom he 
conceded chunks of weight. Those defeats 
show the inroad that time has made in 
Abey'’s fighting ability. That Kilbane 
should be so fast, when speed was Attel's 
great forte, was a surprise to Abe, and he 
expressed his ieeling characteristically in 
the middle rounds of his bout with Johnny 
when he said: “Gee, kid, but you are hard 
to hit.“ 

Fighters like Attel are a rarity, and it will 
be a long time before another Attel will 
grace the profession.

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to Nutwood. Moreover he is a good looking 
horse, and if he has the right sort of speed 
will be hard to beat. 

Geers may start one of his two other can- 
didates, Online Patch and The Assessor. On- 
line Patch is by Dan Patch, a champion 
pacer, never beaten, and that raced in 1:56% 
+ against the watch. Some of his get have 
marvelous speed, but not many of them have 
been seen on the grand circuit. Two others 
by Dan Patch—Pearl Patch and Princess 
Patch—are named in the C. of C., and if 
they start a good deal of interest will attach 
to their work, as their sire was the most 
popular pacer ever raced. 


The Assessor Shows Speed. 

It is a sure thing The Assessor, named by 
Geers, has shown that trainer something 
out of the ordinary in the pacing line. Geers 
owned his sire, Walter Direct, won the C. 
of C. with him in 2:06%, and says today Wal- 
ter was the fastest horse he ever trained. 
Having captured the big Detroit race with 
Direct Hal, 2:04%, and his son Walter Hal, 
2:06%, Geers is anxiously waiting for the 
day when he can take down the money in 
that classic with a member of the third 
generation of the Hal family, which Geers 
introduced to the racing public years ago 
with Brown Hal, 2:12% to high wheels, when 
those figures were (1800) the best for a pacing 
stallion. ' 

Thomas W. Murphy, whose campaigning in 
1911 was the greatest ever made by a driver 
of harness horses. has named five in the C. 
of C., his candidetes being Beaut McKinney, 
Chimes Hal, Fanny D., Susie Bell, and The 
Pointer. It looks like a strong combination. 
Murphy drove Chimes Hal a slow mile last 
September at Detroit and bought him on the 
spot. Later he worked like a free for all 
pacer. Susie Bell and The Pointer certainly 
are bred, at least in the male line, to pace 
well, the first named being by J. R. Gentry, 
2:00%, and the other by Elastic Pointer, 
=:064%, and brother of Star Pointer, 1:30%, 
the first pacer to beat two minutes 


Elastic Pointer in Form. 

Although the record of Elastic Pointer is 
only 2:06, he was a horse of even more 
speed than his distinguished brother. On 
this point (which probably will be howled 
at by the Star Pointer bugs) I will quote Mr. 
Geers, who had a starter in the race for the 
C. of C. won by Elastic Pointer several years 
ago. The stallion then was half blind and in 
scoring pulled a ton, but his speed was so 
phenomenal he made the rest of the field 
look foolish as they came to the wire. 

John Hussey, who is pretty husky, drove 
Elastic Pointer, but try as he might he never 
could take up the blind stallion until he 
had gone well towards the quarter pole. 
With the driver trying to stop him I timed 
Elastic Pointer the first eighth that day 
in :138%, and Mr. Geers in talking of the 
race said Elastic Pointer paced faster than 
any other horse had shown—and nothing has 
since occurred to alter that opinion. 

The Gentry mare named by Murphy hag 
had some nice things Saidof her by eastern 
newspapers, and she may be a rea! phenom, 
but her sire has been a good many years in 
the stud without siring any winners of im- 
portant pacing races, which is not strange, 
2 Ashiand Wilkes. sire of J. R. Gentry, 
although a great speed sire, has not given 
the turf many high class racehorses. Fanny 
D. of the Murphy lot is by Joe Patchen. 
201%, a truly great racehorse, but not a 
great sire aside from the fact that he got 
Dan Patch. ö 

Family Falls to Make Speed. 

When Dan came out it looked as if Joe 
Patchen, a popular horse, was to prove a 
notable sire, but there has been nothing 
like Dan Patch since then and the balance 
of the Joe Patchen family has not made 
history. If Joe Patchen II. proves the star 
slow class pacer of the year his sire will be 
in the limelight again. 

One of the C. and C. entrants it win not 
do to overlook is the Canadian stallion 
Grand Opera, a member of the W. L. Snow 
stable. This horse did some impréssive work 
last winter at the ice races over the line 
und from the way he handled horses with 
marks around 2:10 and that gained their rec- 
crds last summer, it was apparent Grand 


Opera has a lot of class as well as peed, 


* 


making up a budget to cover the purses and 
stakes and the running expenses of the 
strictly official department. The Jockey 
club can assume no debts nor contract any 
obligations outside of its budget. 

The “‘ Racing. Foundation will be an en- 
tirely separate and distinct organization. 
The foundation will have a capital stock, 
according to the scheme, of $500,000, $5,000 
common, the rest preferred. To this stock 
“the general public,“ which includes book- 
makers, can subscribe. There is a finely 
drawn distinction between the preferred and 
common stock and the power of each, which 
would take too long to explain, and when ex- 
plained would not be as clear as saying that 
the foundation will furnish the dank 
roll,“ speculative and working; that those 
who wish to “back their judgment” or 
copper the judgment of others, can, and first 
must, establish a credit and wager with 
it without the show of money passing. 

The “elimination of the gambler” and 
“the preying politician.’ are expressly pro- 
vided for. It is intended that the business 
of conducting racing under the auspices of 
the Indiana Jockey club will furnish no field 
for graft, as the enterprise will be “ strictly 
legitimate,“ in violation of no law, and con- 
sequently with nothing to square.” 

Duities of the Club, 


The men who will appear on the surface 
will be the members of the Jockey club and 


the stewards and other officials they employ © 


to see that the rules of racing are respected 
and that the horse owners meet their obliga- 
tions and are paid the purses they earn. The 
club wil) have no hand in the settlement of 
betting disputes, and will supply no “ offi- 
cial information to facilitate betting.

PROMINENT poultry breeder once 

said: *‘ Everybody can raise poultry, 

except people residing in hotels.“ But 

since then I found a woman in Boston 

who is doing that very thing and, mak- 
ing the business profitable, on the roof of the 
Quincy house in that city. , 

This woman operated a small incubator on 
the sixth floor of the hotel. She set 351 eggs 
in one season and hatched 245 chickens be- 
tween Feb. 1 and June 30. These eggs she 
purchased from different breeders, and, con- 
sidering ber inexperience, it was a satisfac- 
tory hatch. The chicks, which hatched on 
June 12, averaged two and three-quarters 
pounds, and at fourteen weeks she had pullets 
averaging six and one-quarter pounds, and 
cockerels that tipped the scale at seven and 
one-half pounds. This is a remarkable show- 
ing for a roof garden poultry raiser, and fur- 
nishes evidence that the poultry business 
can be conducted successfully even under 
difficult circumstances. It bears out the old 
saying, “‘ Where there is a will there is a 
way.“ and in the poultry business there are 
many ways of overcoming the seeming ob- 
stacles and difficult problems which present 
themselves to the beginner and timid back- 
yarder.

No Longer an Experiment. 

Backyard poultry raising is no longer an 
experiment. Its success has been demon- 
strated time and again; in fact, it is carried 
on in many climes and under various condi- 
tions, and its popularity has just fairly 
started. It is a business proposition that has 
real merit—furnishing good food for the table 
at a nominal cest, and converting wasted 
space into money making property. Itis the 
progressive idea to make every foot of ground 
bring in something on the investment. This 
same idea has converted our wasted prairies 
of the west into fertile, productive fields, sup- 
plying food to the ever demanding markets of 
the world. Ag our population increases we 
must diminish our idle lands and make them 
help to feed our people. If this is the problem 
that confronts us, why then not make use of 
our wasted soll in the cities and’ convert it 
also into food producing tracts, assisting to 
supply the demand. 
A medium sized hen can cover from nine 20 
fifteen eggs. This same hen can cover six or 
seven turkey eggs, nine to eleven duck eggs, 
and four to five goose eggs. Bantams as a 
rule can only cover eight to nine of their own 
ess.

Setting Hens. 

Nest boxes for setting nens snould be con- 
structed in such a manner that they may be 
Opened or closed as necessity demands. Be 
fore setting the hen the nesting material and 
boxes should be well sprinkled with insect 
powder. This operation should be repeated 
at er, of eight days during the progress 

e hatch, thus assisting the prevention of 
lice and mites. A dust bath should also be 
provided in easy reach of the broody hen. 

It is advisable to keep the hen shut up in 
the nest, allowing her to come off for feed, 
water, and dust bath. If the hen is restless 
darken the nest as much as possible and lo- 
cate her where she will not be disturbed by 
any one or anything. 

When the hen leaves the nest for her dally 
feed, etc., examine the nest for broken and 
solled eggs. Foul eggs will affect the hatch. 
Feed the hen on hard grain. ‘Soft feed and 
wet mashes produce bowel trouble. Always 
feed the grain in hoppers and supply the hen 
with fresh water from a clean vessel. 

The period of incubation for fowls is twen- 
ty-one days, for ducks, turkeys, and guineas 
twenty-eight days, and geese from thirty to 
thirty-five days, Small active varieties ot 
fowls, such as ghorns, often hatch in — 
than twenty-one days. Hatches may be de- 
layed. a day or two by the action of the hen. 
She may not sit on the eggs closely the first 
day, or she may forsake the nest too long 
during the hatch. The latter may also cause 
weakness in the chicks. During cold weather 
the eggs may be chilled in fifteen minutes, 
while in warm weather the hen may forsake 
her nest for hours without materially affect- 
ing the hatch. 
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Development of Chicks. 


The average weight of a newly hatched 
chick is about one and one-quarter to one 
and one-half ounces. In three or four weeks 
it should weigh one and one-half pounds; at 
six or eight weeks a pound; nine to eleven 
weeks, two pounds; and at three months it 
should be up to two and one-half or three 
Pounds. From then on the youngster should 
gain about a pound a month until six months, 
when it should have tts full growth. Duck- 


- lings grow more rapidly the first three weeks.

After that they take on weight slowly, and it 


is not ‘profitable to keep them longer than 
twelve weeks.

goslings weighing about four ounces. Tur- 
keys do not grow rapidly at the start, bus

This is the time of year when Uncle Sam's 
employment bureau gets busy, for he must 
secure some 40,000 persons from all sections 
of the gountry to help him keep the wheels 
of government running smoothly for another 
year. 

There are two periods in the year when the 
main examinations are held—spring and fall. 
In the spring it is the rule to hold general 
cxaminations. 

Uncle Sam has the greatest employment 
bureau in the world in the civil-service com-~ 
riission at Washington. He employs more 
than half a million persons, but of this num- 
ber there are only 222,278 protected by civil 
service regulations. The bureau takes care 
or the employment of a total of 384,088 per- 
sons who work for the executive branch of 
the government in various ways. Of this 
number 222,278 hold office as a result of com- 
petitive examinations held by the commission 
und their tenure is not subject to the whin 
of statesmen and politicians. 

This army of government clerks, minor 
cfficials, and laborerg coming directly unde: 
the civil] service commission is divided into 
several classes. First and by far the most

excepted and neacompetitive places there are 
80 202, and there are 9,525 positions filled 
Girectiy by the president—postmasters and 
diplomats.

Dr. Butler would give five characteristics ns 
evidences of an education—“ correctness and 
precision in the use of the mother tongue; re- 
fined and gentle manners, which are the ex- 
pression of fixed habits of thought and ac- 
tion; the power and habit of retiection; the 
power ef growth, and efficiency, or the 
power to do.” These are what a man for 
many years a college president and one of 
the leading educators of our country would 
have a truly educated man possess. 

As to manners he says:: Manners do not 
make the man, but manners reveal the man. 
It is by the amount of respect, . deference, 
and courtesy shown to human personality as 


such that we judge whether one is on dress 


parade or whether he is so well trained, well 
educated, and so habitually ethical in 
thought and action that he realizes his proper 


relation to his fellows and reveats ‘bis realiza- 


tion In his manner.“ 

The right kind of education keeps a man 
growing, this ability to grow only ends with 
the life. Dr. Butler says: A human mind 
continuing to grow and develop throughot 
a long life is a splendid and impressive sigh*. 
It was that characteristic in Mr. Gladstone 
which made his personality so attractive to 
young and ambitious men. They were firei 
by his zeal and inspired by his limitiess in- 
tellectual energy.” 

There is a growing curiosity about wha‘ 
constitutes the mind. Psychology, which 
Las made most rapid progress in two or 
three decades academically, is attracting the 
layman as well. There has in consequence 
grown up a pseudo-psychology of greater vo!- 
ume than the output of the true science, and 
ite followers proudly rank themselves with 
the regulars who in turn count these pseudo 
psychologists as philistine of the philistines.,.

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Getting Start as Teacher.

When 
a man says he is getting a much larger 
salary or wants any unusual increase in 
amount, managers must, in every in- 
stance, verify that salary before granting 
a loan based on it, and for any unusual 
increase over the one or two notches 
beth managers must consult together 
and initial the note or slip showing that 
each one consented and thought it ad- 
visable to grant the accommodation. I 
insist on this point to avoid reckless and 
ill advised loans, which managers fre- 
quently grant outside the rules. Large 
losses are often made thereby. 
R * 


Strict About Renewals. 
Managers, in cases where a customer 
has taken extra time, should collect for 
that time until it amounts to 10 per cent 
of what a man is going to get and whenit 
amounts to more than that they should 
never take less than one-half of what the 
extra time amounts to before granting 
‘any renewal. On a man’s first to third 
loan, if is he is behind more than three 
or four months, renewals should not be 
allowed except with a good indorser. On 
old customers, who have had many loans, 
you oan grant renewals if they are not 
behind more than six or seven months. If 
they are behind more than that man- 
agers should collect half the interest for 
that time and not grant renewals with- 
out good indorsers. 

Managers of every office should wait 
upon any customers who come in. No 
managers should have their individual 
customers on whom they wait wholly 
Let your customers understand that 
either manager shall wait on them. 

Managers mould always consult to- 
gether regarding customers who are be- 
hind on their payments, so that each 
manager may thoroughly understand 
each account, so that neither can say they 
know nothing about that account, that 
the other Manager attended toit. I hear 
eo much orf this’ kind of excuses that 1 
want to avoid it in the future. Each man- 
ager must know the business of the office 
and each manager is to use her efforts to 
make each individual collection. The 
manager who is on collections should im 
form the other all about every customer 
so that they can both be equally posted; 
as many managers do not seem to under- 
stand the importance of reporting past 
due paper correctly. 
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Managers Held Responsible. 


I now wish to make it a rule that when 
the past due paper is sent in the last part 
of each month, one manager must take it 
off on a sheet and add it and the other 
manager must go over and check all such 
accounts and re-add it, and each manager 
must then initial the correctness of this 
past due paper on the daily report sent to 
the auditing department. I find that many 
absurd reports are sent in here as to the 
amount ot past due paper and one man- 
ager always lays it on the other. I want 
to make each manager responsible here- 
after so neither can ‘‘ crawfish” out of 
the responsibility. The correctness of this 
report is the only way we can tell whether 
an office is making a success or a failure 
in the management. „Now these sheets 
must be kept each month so when Lcome 
around with an auditor, if we can see you. 
have made any absurd reports, we can see 
where your mistake has been. 

The bank book must be taken to your 
bank the last day of each month to be 
balanced and the managers must call at 
the bank the first or second day of the 
next month for the book. Each manager 
must individually check the returned 
vouchers or checks with the stubs in the 
check book, to see if; they correspond and 
that the bank balance is correct, only 
aHowing for the checks outstanding. Then 
each manager must initial the cerrectness 
of the bank balance on the daily report 
by saying that the bank balance is corręet 
and each one sighing their name th

Required by Bond Concerns. 

This request is the requirement of the 
bond companies, who have had to pay 
some large losses. The managers are not 
allowed to give any checks on our ac- 
count for individual bills, only for the 
business of the institution. Any lrregu- 
larity found by either manager on the 
other must be immediately reported to 
the auditing office. 

In offices where the two managers take 
in all the payments and each handles 
the cash, the one who is doing the out- 

9 side work must turn over her entire 
cash each day to the other manager who 
fs keeping the books, and if either man- 
ager is carrying any tickets in cash it 
must be reported on the daily report by 
the manager keeping the books of the 
office. As managers are not allowed to 
have any ticketa whatever, I want this 
notification immediately from the other 
manager if it is attempted. Managers 
must never take checks dated ahead from 
any customers. This is not allowed under 
any circumstances. If any manager is 
short in her cash it must be paid at once. 
If not, it must be reported to this office 
the day the shortage is found. 

If either manager has an overage, the 
overage must be put in an envelope and 
the date marked on same and held in the 
envelope to make good any receipts of 
that day when they turn up, or kept until 
the auditor there.

MRS. J.: Stray hairs that grow over the 
nose are unsightly and should be removed. 
Pull the hairs out with tweezers, being care- 


tul to pull them the same direction in which 


they grow. If you do not do this they will 
break off and grow again, but much stiffer. 
‘When the hair has been removed the spot 
from which it was taken should be touched 
with a drop of spirits of camphor. This 
operation, while slightly painful, will be 
found most effective when the hairs are few 
and far between, but must not be attempted 
when a full growth has to be dealt with. 

Electrolysis is quite the best way of re- 
thoving superfiuoug hair; but two things 
must be borne in mind. First, the operator 
must be skilled; secondly, too many hairs 
must not be removed at one sitting. 

If the operator is not really competent she 
may remove the hair without removing the 
root, and the remedy will be useless. It is 
necessary to examine each hair with the 
ald of a wagnifying glass so that the correct 
position of the root can be discovered and the 
electric needle must be*exerted in the exact 
siant which the root takes. .

I agree with her in her indignation against 
the way in which some maid’. are housed 
by the combined efforts of the architect, 
builder, and -housekeeper.. I nave a clear 
memory of a superb house put up in s 
country town where a few feet of land more 
or less was little object, and where the 
maids’ rooms were in the attic under the 
roof, lighted and ventilated by tiny, high 
windows, fréezing cold in winter, stiflingly 
hot in summer. 

I never could comprehend, I cannot under 
stand now bow any woman with the feel- 
ings of common humanity could consent to 
housing her maids in such fashion. I have 
known of maids whose rooms were in the 
basement off the kitchen, in cubbies where 
mo ray of sunlight ever penetrated, and 
have marveled that they were willing to 
remain in any establishment which pro- 
vided no better accommodations. 

On the other hand, let me remind “A 
Reader that the room business is not 
always witbin the housekeeper's control. 
If she is the owner of the house she may 
be able to arrange a maid's room in a 
satisfactory way, and it is her blame it she 
falls to do so. If she rents her house she 
has to take what she can get, especially 
if her income ts limited. I know families 
in which the sons and the daughters of the 
house sleep in fireless rooms—not from 
choice, but because the exigencies of space 
oblige the young people to take third. story 
rooms which are not heated.

Conditions Worse in Flats 
Conditions are even worse in the case of 
The 
mistress is blamed for giving the maid a 
tiny room off the kitchen with hardly room 
for turning about, witr: a shelf fitted with 
hooks underneath for the only closet or 
wardrobe, with a window opening on «a 
half-iighted court. 

But how much better accommodations are 
enjoyed by members of the family? The 
maid in this case takes the best the house- 
keeper has to give her. If the mistress had 
her way she would. have spacious, bright, 
well ventilated chambers for every one in 
the household, including the maid within 
her gates. But means are limited, good 
apartments are high priced, and with the 
best intentions in the world the house- 
keeper must take what she can afford and 
give the maid what she must.

This ina New 
England town and with a. well recom- 
mended and apparently neat maid! It took 
fumigation, scrubbing, and airing for days 
to sweeten that room. 

Another point to be made. My expertence 
leads me to think that many maids prefer to 
sit in the kitchen. When they go into 
houses of their own it is quite ifkely: thas 
the kitchen will be the usual family sitting 
room as it has been in the homes from 


which they came. The mistress whom er- 


cumstances forbids giving her maid a pleas- 
ant bedroom should make up for it by 
rendering the kitchen as attractive as pos- 
sible. .

AUNT JENNY’'S JOHNNY CAKE (Age 
unknown).—A cupfu! of sweet milk, a cup- 
ful and a half of buttermilk; a teaspoonful 
each of salt and of soda—the latter sifted 
three times in a cupful of meal. one table 
spoonful of melted butter. Enough meal to 
enable you to roll the dough into a sheet 
half an Inch thick. Begin with two cupfule 
and add at discretion. 

Knead th dough briskly before rolling It 
out. Have ready a clean, sweet board of 
oak, hickory, or hemlock (never of resinous 
wood), buttered and heated. Set before the 
red coals under the grate at an angle that 
will not let the cake slip down, and prop it 
in place. Spread the dough upon it, pat- 
ting it gently to make the surface even, and 
bake. As soon as it is hard enough to keep 
its place, set the board upright.

A powder or sachet bag is made ‘rom a 
strip of broad flora! ribbon w'th fringed 
out edges. A piece of punctured chamo.s 
is stitched to the ribbon, a little opening 
being left to fill in the powder. ac open- 
ing is then sewed up. 

Ap attractive evening bag is made of 
satin ribbon with a velvet design Instead 
of. the lower portion being joined around 


the edges. in the usual way each side is

The Boy of the Forest. 


There was once a 

boy who lived long 
long ago in a little 
Inslish village called 
Stratford - on-Avon. 
ne was born into 8 

seg humble home and his 
som father did not even 
oe know how to write 
hi own name, but 
uch things were not 

‘a strange in those early 

% days, People had few 
books and many a 
ron man and 
—— iam Woman did not know 

Miss Faulkner bow to read or write. 

But the boy learned lessons everywhere. 
From the time he was a little lad he would 
listen wide eyed to the tales of wonder whicb 
were told as the family and friends set 
around the fireplace in the long winter 
evenings. And these tales of kings and 
queens, brave knights and fair ladies, of fairy 
queens, elves and witches. of long journeys 
to strange lands across the sea, made a great 
impression upon the imaginative lad, and he 
would retell them to his brothers and sisters. 
When he was older and became a man here- 
membered these old wonder tales, so he gave 
to the world a Wonder Book in which many 
of these stories were retold. 

As well as the story tellers” who enter- 
tained and taught the people at this time 
were also bands of stroiling “ play actors.“ 
who went from village to village, acting off 
miracie plays and other scenes. And as the 
boy watched these actors picture the life 
about him he felt he, too, could tell a story by 
playing it. so with his sisters, brothers, and 
friends, he would act It all over again. Later 
when he became a man he loved to give to the 
world hie stories by acting them out for the 
people. These actors give back iu the play 
just what they see and feel, was.the thought 
of the boy, which he later put into the words, 
“All the world’s a stage, and all the men 

and women merely players. 
“They have their exits.and their entrances, 
Aud one man in his time plays many parts.” 

Although the boy’s father had little learn- 
ing. he wanted his children to have all that 
he could give them, and so the boy was sent 
to the village grammar school. No one could 


. go to school until he was 7 years old, and 


then he must know his letters, so each child 

had a queer book, like a slate. with the 

alphabet printed on it. and woe be to the boy 

who lost his book. When the boy wae older 

he remembered this. and said, : 

To sigh like a schoo] boy that had lost his

The teachers were always strict and the 
ebfiidren had to go to school at 6 o'clock in 
the morning, so no wonder this felt for 
The whining schoolboy with hfs satchel 
end shining. morning face, creeping. like a 
engil, unwillingly to school.“ How many 


times a day he had to ‘' creep unwillingly to 


school himself when he longed to be out of 
doors following the winding river, climbing 
the overhanging. trees, or wandering in the

It was hard to de in schoo! when, like many 
another boy. he wanted to go fishing in the

He liked to shoot with his bow and arrows 
and later he vad: In my school days when 
I had lost one shaft I shot his fellow of the 
self-same flight, the self-same way.“ 

He played games such as we pjay today, 
“ Blind man’s buff and Hide and seek,” 
and many different: games of ball, and with 
other lads and lagsies he liked to frolic upon 
the village green and dance about the may- 
pole. But of all other places the boy loved 
best the forest. He would wander under 
the trees and watch the sunlight as it shifted 
through the branches and fell upon the 
flowers. So later he gave to us this story of 
the forest: . 

Under the greenwood tree 
Who'll come and lie with me 
And tune his merry note 
Unto the sweet bird's throat. 

He watched the bees sucking the honey 
from the fragrant flowers and as he watched 
them ht learned lessons from them and later 
he said: 

„So work the honey bees, | 
Creatures that by a rule in nature, teach 
The art of order to a peopled kingdom.” 
And as he watched the butterflies flashing 

their bright wings he said: 

„There is a difference between a grub anda 

butterfly, 0 

Yet your butterfly was a grub.“ 

He felt that nestling down in the flower 
cups like the bees and flying through the air 
like butterflies were many fairies and sprites 
and elves, and later when he told to the world 
his tales of Fairyland, we find his fairy 
Arie] sings: 

„Where the bee sucks, there suck I, 

In a cowslip’s bell I lie; 

There I couch when owls do cry. 

On the bat’s back I do fly. 

After summer merrily, 

Merrily, merrily, shall I live row 

Under the blossom that hangs on the borgh.”’ 
And again he has the fairy King, Oberon, 

tell us where the fairy queen, Titania, is 

resting: 

„ know a bank wheron the wild thyme 

blows, 


Where ox-lips and the nodding violet grows. 


Quite overcanopied with luscious woodbine 
With sweet musk roses and with eglantine, 
There sleeps Titania, sometime of the night, 
Lull’d in these flowers with dances and de- 
light.”" 
This boy who could find fairies in the forest 


loved to watch the birds and see them build 


their nests and he delighted in their songs. 
for he said: ‘“‘ The birds chant’ melody on 
every bush.” He knew them well, their 
colors and their habits, and many stories 
did he tell in his wonder book about his 
feathered friends of the forest. So when 
the clown, Bottom, sings hie song to the 
fairy queen he says: 
„The ousel cock, so black of hue, 

With orange tawny bill; 

The throstle with his note so true. 

The wren with little quill; 

The finch, the sparrow, and the lark, 

The plain song cuckoo gray.” 

And when it was time for the fairies to 
cease their dancing he had Puek tell the king, 
* Fairy king, attend and mark, I do hear the 
morning lark.“ 

Of al] the birds the boy secmed to love best 
the lark, and as he watched it soar up to- 
ward the golden sun he listened to the song 
of the lark and later he gave us this song: 
Hark. hark the lark! at heaven's gate sings 

And Pheebus ‘gins arise, 

His steeds to water at those springs 

On chaliced flowers that lies; 
And winking Mary-buds begin 

To ope their golden eyes; 

With everything ‘that pretty ia, 

My lady sweet, arise.“ 

The boy knew when he heard a bird song 
early in the morning that it was the morning 
lark. and so he said,” It was the lark, the 
herald. of the morn,” and again he said, 


Merry larks are plowman’s clocks.” 


But if he enjoyed the song of the lark he 
never Md like the hooting of the ow! and the 
crogking of the raven, and whenever he 
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wanted to tell a tragic tale he brought their 
notes into his story, so he gaid, “ It was the 
Owl that shrieked, the fatal bellman, which 
gives the sternest goodnight.’’ And again 
he said, ‘‘I: heard the owl scream and the 
crickets ry.“ and he talks of “ the clamor- 
ous Owl that nightly hoots and he tells how 
“ The poor wren, the most diminutive of birds 
will fight, 
Her young ones in her nest, against the owl.” 

This season of the year the merry spring- 
time always brought bim much happiness, he 
loved to watch the flowers open with the 
spring sunshine, and he tells of jt in this song 
of oe Spring 8 

“ When daisies pied and violets blue 
And lady-emocks all silver white, 
And cuckoo buds of yellow hue 
Do paint the meadows with delight.“ 

And as he watched the lads and lassles go- 
ing across the fields he sang songs about 
them: 

“It was a lover and his lass 

With a hey and a ho, and a hey nomino 
That o'er the green cornfield did pass 

In the springtime, the only pretty ring 

time, 
When birds do sing, hey ding a ding, ding, 

Sweet lovers love the spring.“ 

We cannot tell more ot this Boy of the 
Forest and of all the lessons he learned 
there and later put into his Wonder Book 
for us to read, but we know that through 
this book he has helped us all to 
* Find tungués in trees, books in the running 

brooks, 
Sermons in stones, and good in everything.“

ODERN beauties are not perfect. At 
least, when it comes to choosing some 
woman whose featurés are all per- 
fect, there seems to be no one among 
all the famous beauties of the world 

to fill the bill. : 

There are many beautiful women on the 
stage, in society, and in the factories and shops 
in the United States. On the stage they are 
legion. In society, one can name hundreds 
of women who are admittedly bautiful. In 
the factories one frequently sees pretty young 
girls blossoming into beautiful womanhood. 

When making a critical examination of 
these many beautiful faces it appears that 
none of them is absolutely perfect; one wom- 
an may have a nose end mouth of ravishing 
beauty, but her chin or ear deviates from the 
accepted standards in line or contour.

Type of the Perfect Chin. 

Mrs. Ava Willing Astor has a perfect chin. 
Its soft smooth roundness denotes a certain 
amount of firmness combined with much gen- 
tleness and sweetness. The even sloping line 
of the jaw is. unusually good, completing the 
perfect oval of her face. So frequently the 
American woman’s beauty is marred by a jaw 
too prominent below the ear; this is a sign of 
aggressiveness, a quality too often much over- 
developed. 

Mrs. Stanley Field’s eyebrows are perfect- 
ly arched and marked. They lie straight at 
the start, then droop down like the swoop of 
a swallow’s wing. They just ascape being 
arched, yet they are not absolutely straight. 
Her brows are more heavily marked near the 
nose than at the corner of the eye; the propor- 
tion is perfect. It is as if a master brush 
had drawn them with one defet stroke on her 
broad white forehead. 

Mme. Lillian Nordica’s mouth is not at all

Mrs. Watts is a handsome woman. She is 
a decided blonde, rather tall, and particularly 
well formed and fine faced. To demon rate 
more clearly the principles of plastic posing 
which she desires Frenchwomen to undertake, 
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she appears in a costume that is decidedly un- 
conventional. She wears a close fitting white 
silk sweater and short, loose tights that reach 
only to the knees. 
3 
Need for the Extreme Costume. 

There is a need for adopting this rather ex- 
treme costume. For Mrs. Watts does more 
than lecture; she demonstrates every thought 
and principle she desires to convey by a 
classic pose taken after some masterpiece now 
in Rome, the museums of Naples and Pom- 
peii, the British museum in London, and the 
hall of statues in the Louvre. 

When Mrs. Watts poses the audience is 
breathlessly attentive. Her form is perfect, 
her Imitation of the statues so closely studied, 
the poses are so accurate and intelligent, that 
it is almost impossible to believe she is a liv- 
ing, breathing woman, instead of a perfectly 
earved piece of Carrara. 

For instance, one of her favorites is the 
“ Aurora of the Capital,” the representation 
of a Warrior springitg from his chariot. In 
this Mrs. Watts displays what can be accom- 
plished through “ plastic posing” and through 
a perfect spirit of equilibrium in the living 
body. In the statue every mugcle of the war- 
rior’s body is cobrdinated into the action of 
leaping. There is not a lazy tendon, not an 
ungracefal position. Every part of the body 
is brought into tense yet easy and well bal- 
anced activity. There is even development, de- 
cided grace, and this is what Mrs. Watts de- 
sires most to show the Parisians who have 
taken a fancy to her. 

In the Archer of AZginus” Mrs. Watts 
shows one figure of a group kneeling, taking 
position as. if about to shoot an arrow. One 
limb is relaxed.

Posing as Adjunct of Beauty. 

And Paris, having seen Mrs. Watts in her 
impersonations of the statues, has decided 
with her. The Louvre has become a center 
of study for those who would follow the 
instructions of the English beauty leader. 
Poses are memorized, the placing of arms and 
of head and the action of muscles is studied 
with care and precision. The boudoirs of 
Paris women have become posing places where 
every day, with pictures of the various statues 
that they would study before them, the women 
attempt to follow as closely as possible the 
movements as outlined by the sculptors of the 
past. 

It is in a human reproduction of “The 
Quoits Thrower” that Mrs. Watts demon- 
strates most clearly her principles. In the pose 
a figure is shown half turned, about to throw 
a discus or quoit. The head is bent forward, 
one arm is thrown back holding the discus, 
the other is resting on the straight knee, while 
the other leg is bent and turned back to aid 
the swing of the arm in throwing the discus.

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HE profession of piracy is one of the old- 
est of masculine pursuits, for chere have 
been pirates ever since ships have carried 
cargoes worth coveting. In the early 
Roman days there were almost more pirates in 
the Mediterranean than there were respectable 
people, and it was only after a long and bitter 
war that the progressives of the period were 
able to overcome and conquer them. They were 
no respecters of persons, those ancient sea rov- 
ers, for in one of the back waters of history 


we run across the surprising fact that Julius 
Cesar, then only 17 years old, was captured 


by pirates and was held captive thirty-eight 
days until his friends could secure the ransom 
of 50 talents—about $45,000—with which to 
buy his freedom. It seems that the pirates of 
those days had an unpleasant custom of tying 
their prisoners back to back and throwing 
them into the sea, but they held Julius be- 


cause he wore purple robes and apparently 


was a person of high rank, the moral of 
which would seem to point to the advisability 
of wearing purple robes when going to sea. 
At any rate Cesar was held a captive, and it 
is related that he became very friendly with 
his captors during the thirty-eight days and 
that he wrote verses which he recited to them 
and made them recite in turn, so that very 
likely they often were sorry that they had 
captured him. : 

When the ransom was paid he sailed away 
and fitted out a squadron of ships, which he 
equipped at his own expense. This being 
done, he started in quest of his former hosts, 
whom he found and captured, together with 
his 50 talents. He then took his prisoners to 
Troy and secured them in prison. This was 
before the days of the habeas corpus, and so 
they remained in prisen while he went to 
Junius, then governor of Asia, to have them 
judged and punished. But Junius, so the 
story goes, finding there was no money in it 
for him, said he would think the matter over 
at his leisure. Cesar evidently also thought 
it over, for the records say that he took the 
prisoners away and executed them at his leis- 
ure. What Cesar said about Junius is perhaps 
the earliest vf his unpublished commentaries. 

When Cesar went back to Rome he became 
interested in local politics, and during this 
period of preoccupation the “ pyrates had time 
to increase to prodigious strength.” They 
grew so strong that they took 400 cities, plun- 
dered the temples of the gods, and otherwise 
enriched themselves with whatever treasures 
of value they found belonging to some one else. 

The pirates of those days had a great sense 
of humor,.if we may judge from the old chron- 
icles. Whenever they caught a Roman, all of 
whom they hated, they would pretend to pay 
him great reverence, falling upon their knees, 
‘begging his pardon and imploring his mercy. 
When they had finally convinced him of their 
sincerity they would ceremoniously hang out 
the sea ladder and with great show of cour- 
tesy give him his liberty and invite him to 
walk out of the ship and into the middle of 
the sea. If he showed his surprise, as it is 
suspected he invariably did, they used to 
throw him overboard with shouts of laughter. 
It was considered a great joke in those days. 

The pirates finally became so strong that 
they captured all the ships carrying provisions 
to Rome and the Romans were face to face 
with famine. The cost of living went up so 


high that it caused a great deal of talk and 


eventually came to the notice of the authori- 
“ties. So Pompey the Great was appointed 
general to war against them, and with 500 
ships, 100,000 men, and 5,000 horse, he pro- 
ceeded to war with such diligence that the 
pirates were scattered and their power broken. 

One of the most famous Corsairs of early 
days was Barbarossa, who lived in the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries and whose ca- 
reer furnishes an excellent example of what 
industry and perseverance may accomplish in 
piracy as well as in lawful pursuits. Bar- 
barossa, sometimes called “ Red Beard,” began 


“ pyrating on his own account with only one. 


small vessel, probably a “long, low, rakish 
trireme,” but by the prizes he took he gained 


immense riches and began to extend his busi- 
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ness to the proportions of a trust.“ He se- 
cured a great number of large ships, and all 
the bold and dissolute adventurers of the 
A@gean islands flocked to him, so that soon he 
was in command of a very formidable fleet, 
with which he performed such bold and daring 
actions that he won the title Terror of the 
Seas.” He became so powerful that the king 
of Algiers invited him to become his ally in 
the hope that by this alliance he could refuse

to pay further tribute to Spain. This is an- 
other example of the corrupt alliance of big 
business and politics. Barbarossa accepted 
the invitation, and at the first chance he got 
he killed the king in the bathtub and crowned 
himself king of Algiers. This honor did not 
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satisfy him, apparently, for he then overthrew 
the king of Tunis and appointed himself king 
of that land also. Of course this was all be- 
fore the days of preferential primaries, and 
he could do pretty much as he liked. When 
Barbarossa died, as he most certainly did, he 
left his kingdom to his brother, another pirate. 
The moral of this tale would seem to point to 
the imprudence of inviting a pirate to become 
your ally unless you wish to turn your govern- 
ment over to the reactionaries. 

Through the years following Barbarossa pi- 
racy Lad its periods of prosperity as well as 
its periods of business depression, the latter 
probably coming at times when officious and 
meddlesome rulers interfered with the pirat- 
ical operations or local muck rakers sought to 
influence the public mind against the “ powers 
of pillage.” At any rate, there were times 
when it flourished under reactionary kings and 
times when it had its “setbacks” under pro- 
gressive kings. By the fifteenth century it 
was at a very low ebb, hardly paying 30 per 
cent profits, when the wonderful discoveries of 
Columbus and Vasco da Gama gave it an im- 
petus under which it rose swiftly and surely 
to vast and world wide proportions. Public 
imagination was frenzied by greed, and every- 
body in positions of power at once determined 
to wring the last dollar out of the newly dis- 
covered lands. With the cross in one hand 
and a sword in the other, the Spanish con- 
querors hacked their way through the West 
Indies with such success that in fourteen 


years the native population of Hispaniola was 
reduced from 1,000,000 to barely 60,000 peo- 
ple. It was an orgy of plunder and cruelty. 
Greedy officials seized everything they could 
lay their hands on, and governors of new prov- 
inces entered boldly into compacts whereby 
they were to share in the profits of pirates. 
Even Queen Isabella, who was a genuinely 
good and Christian woman, was powerless to 
curb the corruption of her courtiers, all of 
whom were hungrily grabbing for the re- 
sources of the new countries. They probably 
called it “ development,” just as the exploita- 
tion of Alaska has since been called “ develop- 
ment,” but the judgment of history has given 
it a much less altruistic name. 

Spain attempted to exercise a complete 
monopoly over the new lands. The other 
maritime natione—Holland, England, France, 
and Portugal—considered this a restraint of 
trade and began to encroach upon the Span- 
ish preserves. In consequence Spain retali- 
ated so cruelly that the ships of the other na- 
tions came to regard her as a common enemy 
and began to seize her treasure ships wher- 
ever they were found. They called it pri- 
vateering,” but in time it became such a 
popular and profitable business that they at- 
tacked and captured ships regardless of na- 
tionality and thus became pirates. 

By the middle of the seventeenth century 
and on through the eighteenth century, the 
profession of piracy reached its golden age; 
and the pirates of that period beyond all 


question were the most romantic and bril- 
liant in all the centuries of pirate history. 
It was then that L’Olonnois and Henry Mor- 
gan and Pierre le Grand, and Bartholomy 
Portuguez and Roc the Brazilian and Capt. 
Kidd achieved their deathless glory in the 
Caribbean sea and the West Indies ; and it 
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was then that all of those famous pirate 
chiefs whose names and whose deeds will live 
longest in history flourished and fought and 
died and made that fascinating region so rich 
in historic and romantic splendor. 

There, in the West Indies, is where lie 
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the Pirate islands of our imagination—many 
of them just as remote and untouched by 
civilization as they were 200 years ago. 
Some place among them is the little island 
on which Robert Louis Stevenson has located 
the scene of his incomparable pirate story, 
“Treasure Island”; its exact location ‘s 
somewhat indefinite, but to reach it one must 
steer a course 8. S. W. from Bristol, and 
continue until he arrives at Capt. Kidd’s 
anchorage,” which is in the lee of Anguilla, 
one of the Virgin group. One of the char- 
acters in “Treasure Island” was Israel 
Hands, the sailing master of the “ Great 
Blackbeard,” Edward Teach, and ff is of 
him that the following story, said to be sis 
torically true, is told: 

One time, while cruising among the islands, 
waiting for a richly laden prize to heave in 
sight, the Great Blackbeard was sitting at a 
table in his cabin with Israel Hands and an- 
other one of his officers. It is evident that 
the evening became somewhat monotonous to 
Blackbeard, for he suddenly conceived the 
playful notion of enlivening the occasion by 
a little joke of his own invention. He blew 
out the lights, and with his two pistols ba- 
gan to shoot at his guests in the darkness, to 
the great annoyance of the latter, one of 
whom, Mr. Hands, was shot in the knee and 


severely wounded. When Mr. Blackbeard 


was reproved for his strange ideas of hospi- 
tality he said that if he didn’t kill somebody 
once in a while the crew would forget who 
was the boss of the ship. This explanation 
seemed to satisfy Mr. Hands, so far as his- 
tory records. At any rate, it proved to be 
a most fortunate accident for him, for he 
had to be put ashore for repairs, and it 
was while he was thus absent from the ship 
that Blackbeard and his crew were attacked 
by Lieut. Maynard in a little cove on the 
Carolina coast. Blackbeard was killed after 
being shot five times and slashed twenty-five 
times with a cutlass, most of his crew were 
killed, and the rest were captured and 
hanged. Of all the ship’s company, Hands 
alone escaped, thanks to his absence from 
duty at the time, and Stevenson lifted him 
out of real life and put him in “ Treasure Is- 
land,” the greatest of all stories of pirates 
and buried treasure. 

The West Indies is a region full of the 
charm of romance, tradition, and surprising 
bite of real history. Upon one island, Bar- 
‘tbadoes, is where George Washington, while 


pursing his brother through an illness, at- 


tended his first theater; Lord Nelson was 
married on another island; the Empress Jo- 
sephine was born on another, and Alexander 
Hamilton first saw the light of day on one 
of these little dots of land. On the island of 
Tobago is where Robinson Crusoe spent his 
long and lonesome exile, and as one studies 
the history of these wonderful tropical! islands 
of the West Indies he is continually runniog 
across pieces of information quite surprising 
and most unexpected. No other section cf 
the land and sea is so rich in romantic and 
historic interest. There are 3,400 islands and 
keys and islets in the Bahama group, and 
perhaps as many more in the Caribbean, and 
of all these islands there are only a few hun- 
dred that are inhabited. Is there any won- 
der that such a rich field for exploration 
should be so attractive or that when I de- 
cided to visit the Pirate islands my steps 
should lead me in that direction? 

That was the most fertile field for pirate 
research, for there were all kinds of pirates 
who operated in those waters—good pirates 
and wicked pirates, pirates like Sir Francis 
Drake, who was a respectable citizen at 
home and a bold bad man at sea; pirates who 
wrote poetry and went to church, pirates who 
took up that profession as a means of getting 
money to pay their just debts. There were 
many different kinds of pirates, all interest- 


ing, and all fortunately now deceased.

CIENTIFIO men agree that 47 per 
cent of infant mortality in American 
cities could be prevented if the co- 
operation of parents was secured. 

Not only is the terrible toll of death 
in infancy awakening humanity to the vital 
need of care in this direction, but the most 
eminent physicians in the world are turning 
their attention to it. 

Not only are the 200,000 odd deaths annu- 
ally of children in the United States needless 
but with proper precautions these could be 
prevented. Especially is this true of the city 
of Chicago, where almost 10,000 helpless in- 
fants die every year for want of proper treat- 
ment and care, 

Year after year tens of thousands of babies 
fall victims to the dread “summer com- 
plaint” not only in the great cities but in the 
country districts as well. The mortality sta- 
tistics issued by the government census bureau 
for 1910 show that no less than 29 per cent 
of all the babies who died under 1 year were 
suffering from the disease, which is peculiar to 
the summer months, and last year, in Chicago, 
nearly one-third of the babies who died were 
its victims. 

These tremendous figures are doubly sad- 
dening because the vast majority of infant 
deaths could be prevented by proper care. 


Grown up persons suffer from the heat in 
summer, but they are more or less free agents 
and are able to please themselves, and unless 
their work or duties call them are not com- 
pelled to submit ‘themselves to the discom- 
forts and dangers of a broiling sun and a 
humid atmosphere. With infants the case is 
quite different; they must go where the fancy 
of their mother or caretaker leads, and they 
must take the food which is offered them.

Danger in Heavy Clothing. 

Small children are very sensitive to heat 
and cold, but the majority of parents make 
the great mistake of bundling their children 
up in warm weather, so that the poor things 
are nearly smothered.

It is from about 2½ to 7 years of age that 
the child's imagination is the most active, 
plastic, and vivid; and it is during this period 
that the imitative instinct is so extraordinari- 
ly active, and therefore it is during this same 
period that positive suggestions are most high- 
ly effective. These are the opportune years 
in which to lay the foundation for good habits 
and the subsequent development of a strong 
and noble character.

Sin Against Child Life. 

What a sin 2 child life to suggest to 

their young minds that they are “ cowards,” 


that they are “ unreliable,” or that they are 


“ dishonest ” or “ untruthful.” To tell a boy 
that he is a coward is bound to do one of 
two things: Either contribnte powerfully to 
making a real and actual coward of him in 
future life or tod direct him into the career 
of the reckless bravado or the actual criminal 
in his efforts to show his playmates or ac 
quaintances that he is not a coward. 

Our studies of the criminal classes long 
since convinced us that many a career of 
crime was initiated by the eternal repetition 
of the accusation of cowardice until the mind 
Was goaded into the commission of a des- 
perate crime merely to convince itself or 
others that its owner was not a coward. 

There is an intimate connection between the 


-stggestions of cowardice and dishonesty and 


the production of a certain class of youthful 
criminals. This is well illustrated by the 
case of the boy who recently. ran away from 
bome and when found stranded in Chicago 


said to the policeman, “ Well, anyway, my 
brother can’t call me a coward any more.” 

The science of suggestion in child training 
cannot be made to take the place of a good 
heredity. Positive suggestion, no matter how 
artfully applied, can never be made to dis- 
place the science of eugenics. But suggestion 
when understandingly utilized can be made to 
take the place of much of the threatening “ 
and conventional forms of punishment which 
are employed for the correction and training 
of the child. 

Children can literally be trained to look on 
the bright side of life—to take the sunny side 
of the road. While heredity may have some- 
thing to do with making pessimists, it is the 
writer’s opinion that pessimists are not born 
but are made by environment—créated by a 
combination of adverse suggestions, worry, and

Coddling Child a Mistake.

twenty years ago. There are many 
proofs of this. Statistics show that many 
children are attending kindergarten at the 
age of 3, that they can easily enter the ele- 
mentary grades of the public schools at 5, 
that they consequently enter high school at 
an earlier age thay ever before, and often 
finish college at 15 or 16. Probably they 
would advance even more rapidly if the rules 
of educational institutions would permit them 
to do so. 

Increased mental development of children 
begins in babyliood. In the first place we 
witness year after year a great improve- 
ment in the environment of children; our 
homes are becoming more sanitary and par- 
ents are learning the importance of nourish- 
ing food. Consequently the babies are better 
physically and enabled to endure greater 
strain than twenty years ago. We increase 
the strain upon their mentality because they 
are better able to stand it than babies used 
to be.

* * 
Noticeable Improvement in Stock. 

In the second place, is there a noticeable 
improvement in the stock over twenty years 
ago? This is a question of great importance 
frem the point of view of the social ‘worker 
and the educator. Is our present generation 
of children better off than the last? If not. 
there is nothing to the theory of evolution. 
In my opinion there is much evidence favora- 
ble to the proposition that we do gradually 
improve the stock, both mentally and physi- 
cally, by improving the environment as we 
go along. 

Some important studies have recently been 
made of immigrants and their children and 
the results have been remarkable. Children 
of the Sicilian race, fer instance, born abroad, 
usually have long heads, but the statistics 
show that children born of Sicilian parents 
after a short residence in America have 
shortened or more rounded heads. Of course, 
these babies display intelligence earlier than 
they would have in Sicily. The improvement 
must be attributed to improved surroundings. 

** x 
Stature of People Increases. 

Many figures are on record to show that 
better nutrition and better hygienic and 
economic conditions in general operate to ‘n- 
crease the stature of qa people. This con- 
cinsion is confirmed, for instance, by Bow- 
ditch’s measurements of the school children 
of Boston. Mente! development follows laws 
analogous to those of physical development. 
How can there be any question, then, that 
the babies of 1912 are superior in mentality, 
on the whole, to those of 18927 

Under the improved conditions of life in 
our large cities and in the rural districts also 
children are born every day who will grow up 
to be immensely superior mentally and phys- 
ically to their parents and grandparents. 
Babies of foreigners, born in this country, 
show earlier intelligence than if they had 
come into the world amid the squalid. ig- 
norant surroundings of an old world village 
and grow up to be far superior in every way 
to their fathers and mothers. 

Their children. in turn. should evidence a 
further improvement, all due to a better en- 
vironment. The improvement may appear 
slight in some instances, but in such cases 
there is usually a special reason.

Not only has the Sunbeam league inter- 
ested these young women, but it has in- 
terested others as well. For instance, Miss 
Felker, one of the charter workers, received 
a letter last week from a young matron 
friend, Mrs. Clyde Gish of South Haven, 
Mich,, in which Mrs. Gish wrote that she 
had become so interested in the Sunbeam 
league since reading the first article of its 
organization in THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE that 
she much wanted to be counted a worker 
in the league, although she does not live 
in Chicago. 

We have flowers over here, she wrote, 
“and they could be messengers from the 
country to the babies in the hospitals. Can 
we not send these to’the Sunbeam league 
for distribution? I am a member of a young 
woman's society over here, and all of the 
girls in the society I know would be glad 
to be counted in on the new Sunbeam 
league's list.“ 

Again, there came the following letter: 

My deep. interest in; gur article in Sun-. 
days “TRIBUNE ‘compels me to send the ine. 
closed reprint to you—not in any way for: 
publication—but just to show how many of: 
us are thinking along the same lines. My 
own work is among the sick of all ages, 
and especially in the homes where there is 
not even the diversion of the happenings in 
a hospital ward to relieve the monotony 
of the sick room. Pardon the liberty I have 
taken, but I am so deeply in earnest I had, 
to write you.—Carolyn Hilton Booth.”

Physicians Favor the League. 

Mrs. Booth's enclosure was an article on 
Entertainment tor Convalescefits and In- 
valids '’ reprinted from the last June number 
of the Chicago Medical Recorder, in which 
work such as that upon which the members 
of the Sunbeam league are embarking and 
which Mrs. Booth has been doing along a 
different avenue not only has been given the 
approval of leading physicians but the neces- 
sity for which has been urged by these phy- 
sicians. 

The rapid growth of the league makes pos- : 
sible the working out at once of many ideas 
the young women feared might need to wait 
for the development ‘of the organization. 
The double committees wll be possible, one 
set of the young women to serve as visitors 
to the ward and another set to take the con- 
valescent children for automobile spins that 
the fresh air may urge returning health more 


rapidly. 

The ‘young women at once will begin to 
formulate plans which before the first year 
ends they hope may make possjble the found- 
ing of beds in some of the poorer wards—or, 
rather, the wards in the hospitals of the poor- 


er localities in Chicago. 

In the meantime the visits to the hosgp.. 
tals, the entertainment of the children, the 
relieving of the nurses for an hour or two 
every week, and the lessons in humanity in 
general for these young women, most of 
whom are from the city’s wealthy homes, 
promises to weld one of the strongest chari- 
table organizations Chicago will have on its 
long list of worthy societies.

Apropos of the suffrage, one of that band 
of prominent north side women who, on 
April 9, arose at 5 a. m. to man the polls, 
tells a good story on herself. 

She lives in Cedar street near the Lake 
Shore drive, and, being unwilling to disturb 
her cook or maids, got up and dressed and 
made her own coffee. Then returning to 
her room she roused her spouse from a pro- 
found slumber and asked him to hook her 
blouse, which fastened, as they all do, up 
the back. , 

Heavy eyed he sat up and performed the 
task and growled: “I don’t think you 
women ought to have the vote until your 
blouses fasten in front.” It was, however, a 
gentle growl. 

Another humorous, revealing incident 18 
told of this north side group who went in 
a committee of three or four to ask the 
proprietor of a large State street estab- 
lishment to allow some suffrage posters to 
be placed in the shop’s windows. 

The proprietor’s private office fappened to 
be placed in a corner of the millinery de- 
partment.

same breath with David Belasco, whether for 
production of a comedy or a tragedy. and 
adds that things not absolutely Engtish are 
not necessarily bad.”

It is not the fault of the critics that ‘The 
Pink Lady’ is the big hit that it haa proved 
to be. It came from Americaand, therefore, 
it also had to be dismissed by the press with 
cheap sneers; and theridiculous thing is that 
the English public, if given a fair chance,

He reminds the English 
that business alone demands courtesy, but 
there is no reason why they should forfeit 
their good manners.

The book has caused much comment and 
has aroused deep interest in the theatrical 
profession and especially along Chicago's 
“ Rialto "—this city being spoken of in the 
following terms from the viewpoint of the 
author: 

There is only one Chicago. Other cities—Pitts- 
burgh and Cincinnati notably—may be common- 
place or vulgar, but Chicago is the epitome of com- 
monplace vulgarity. It ruck me forecfbly as I 
looked over the first night audience. The men are 
commonplace; the women vulgar. The women im- 
press one as ex-waltresses from cheap eating 
houses or ales ladies *’ who have married well. 
Few of the male population appear to own a dress 
suit, The women wear ready made suite with pic- 
ture hate and a plentiful sprinkling of gaudy jew- 
elry. Some of them mae up atrociousiy. 
Their manners are ag breezy as the wind fiom the 
lake and they make you one of them the first 
time you meet. If there is a cultured set in Chi- 
cago the actor never meets them: it probably resides 
in Chicago through force of circumstances, not 
through cholee. The middle class is supercommon- 
place. The smart set isn't smert—anly fast end 
oe. Chicago is a good show town. It might 
be better if managers kept their word to send out 
the original companies. The western metropolis re- 
gems a slight to its dignity. 


— 
Further on the writer, speaking of a return 
engagement to Chicago, says: 


Will's management, therefore, played a trump 
card when it sent the New York production and 
players. The house was sold out for werke in ad- 
vance. It was evident on the opening night thet 
Will had left a good impression in Chicago from 
former visits. He received a hand on his 
entrance. When a supporting actor is thus re- 
membered it proves his popularity. 

Chicago is hopelessly provincial. There is a Ho- 
found intimacy with other people's affeire. Such 
purveyors of privacy as the Clubfellow and Town 
Topics must find it no easy matter to get copy which 
ig not already common property, wich the edge 
taken off. 


The wife, finding herself gradually being 
dragged into the swirl of theatrical life, in 
which her husband moves in Chicago, says of 
actor folk in general: 


Will's friends certainly provided one continual 
round of pleasure, if dissipation may be classed 
under that head, I was brought to wonder how 
they found time for the petty round of irritating 
concerns and duties of life. They appeared al- 
ways to be dining or hinching out. One met them 
in the various restaurants at all hours drinking 
round upon round of cecktails, and polishing them 
off with cognac.

The Pompelan room at the Annex between 6 and 6 
in the afternoon is Chicago typitied. The artistic 
gentieman who conceived the decorative scheme 
of the Pompelan room had a ly sense of the 
eternal fitness of things. He also knew his Chi- 


cago. The great bacchic amphorae—copies of those 


classic receptacies utilized as relief stations by 
old Romans who had wined too well—are concrete 
reminders of his sense of humor. I have seen more 
women in Chicago under the Influence of Hauer 
then in any other city in the world. This probebly 
accounts for the bow standard of morality as 
well as for the emotional debauches in which they 
indulge. 

There was one couple typical of the class of 
high flyers in which Chicago abounds, The hus- 


band was a throat specialist with a splendid prac- 


tlee, He was popular among stage folk. Will had 
met the doctor and hie wife during «a former en- 
gagement.

Theatrical managers and their methods are 
spoken of in this manner: 


* Girlie, you'll never get on in the show business 
unlese—look here, I'm going to open your eyes to 

a few things that may come handy to you—I've 
A the stage since I was a kiddie; I was born 
in it. I made my first appearance in my mother’s 
armg, and they say I never waited for cues, but 
yelled right through other peopie’s Hnes. 1 grew 
up in railroad. trains, hotels and theaters. I was 
Wise to the game before I was out of short skirts, 
Anything I did was done with my eyes wide open. 
I was never stage struck; like you and so many 
fool girls who look on acting as a ‘ divine art.’ 
I had to make my living, and the stage offers a 
pretty good living if you are willing to play the 


game. 
Mise Burton looked at me significantly. 
“Play the game?’ I asked. 

Tes, that’s just what I mean. Virtue and 
chastity have about as much chance in the show 
business as that famous Mttle snowbell of purga- 
torial fame. I don’t know of any other profession 
where immorality ia a virtue. I suppose that’s 
whet you call a paradox. Virtue and success do 
not go hand in hand in this business. Even our 
mothere recognize the truth of the statement and 
wink at it.

Tour average stage mamma values virtue in 
the ratio of the advancement its possession a- 
sures. Let any star of manager cast covetous 
eyes upon her deughter, let her but scent leading 
lady—or stardom—and she will not only lend ber- 
self to intrigue but encourage it. She knows the 
game; she knows that a girl, no matter how 
pretty, how talented, cannot get on in the show 
business without giving up.’ She's got to have 
money or influence, or both. I don't know whet 
there is about the stage that brings out the baser 
passions, but I do know that it's rotten to the 
core. 

Aud the worst of it, is that the good is sacri- 
ficed to the bad. Girls Mke you are drawn to the 
stage by ite idusion and romance. With others 
it’s the looseness, the freedom from restraint that 
appeals. There never was a woman with a screw 
loose in her moral machinery who didn't hanker 
for the stage. Why? Because it's a convenient 
place to show goods. 

** Every millionaire, every fur tongued man about 
tewn looks upon the women of the stage as his 
legitimate prey. You've only got to mention the 
fact that you are. directly or indirectly, connected 
with the show business, to lay yourself open to 
the advances of the male creature who thinks he 
fa sporty. You may be as chaste as iceand as pure 
as snow, but the chances are against it if you are 

on the stage.“

Regarding rehearsals, the following is 
said: 

A fagged looking man enters the stage door with 
a hurried, important air. By the bundle ot manu- 
script under his arm shall you knew him. It is 
the stage manager. He greete the members of 
the company with a ourt-preoccupied air and hur- 
ries down to the prompt stand. There are con- 


sultations with the working staff and perhaps with 
one or two of the players. 

While be is thus engaged let us inquire into the 
personnel of the company;.that tall goed looker 
in the well tallored gown is a newcomer to the 
stage. She has been given a small part—e half 
dozen lines at best. On $20 a week she carries a 
maid—and @ jewel case. No, she does not have 
to werk for a living; neither is she the spoilt child 
of a multimillionaire. 

She belongs to that great class of women who 
have no class. Time hangs heavily on her hands. 
It looks better to be connected with some kind of 
a profession; a legitimate profession. Besides, her 
vanity makes her want to do something... The 
stage has always appealed to her. With a little 
* influence " she gets apart. Salary is no object 
Perhaps the management has saved §6 or $10 « 
week on the deal. At any rate, a good looker adds 
lass to the personnel.

She drives to the theater ia a tau; somethimes 
She comes in e big limousine car, acoompanied by 
an elderly gentleman with watery eyes. On the 
Opening night he will send her great “boxes of 
American beauty roses. After the show they will 
sup at Rector’s, and his friends who have been in 
front with him will tell her how pretty she looked 
Of course she will not go on the road with the 
company. Dear no! She will leave that to some 
other giri who is not so young, not so pretty, but 
who needs the Money. 

The white haired lady with the sweet face and 


the stern old man who has brought her a chair 


are man and wife. Theirs is one of the few stage 
marriages which have endured. Perhaps it is ths 
rarity of the case which makes them so popular 
and well beloved. One hearse them invariably re- 
ferred to as Dear old Mr. and Mrs. 80 and 80.“ 
One looks at them wistfully and wonders at the 
secret of thelr success. 

The actor with the mdnocle, oddly out clothes, 
and the overpowering savoir-faire, is an English 
importation. Managers assert that the average 
English actor plays the gentleman more effectively 
than his American cousin. It all depends upon 
what kind of a gentleman the role demands. When 
an Englishman is called upon to portray a gentle- 
manly officer of the United States army the effect 
is incongruous, to say the least. The American 
manager, Vulgar and uncouth himeelf, le impressed 
by the English complacency. A bivffer, he has a 
sneaking respect for any one who throws a bluff 
end gets away with it.

The several] youngish men with a hint of effem- 
macy in their makeup might be called the sta- 
tlonarles or waikinig gentlemen.“ One of thie 
genre is to be found in nearly every company. Too 
proud for the ribbon counter, too erratic for com- 
mercial life, he drifts into the profession because 
he feels the call of the artistic temperament, He 
plays small parts, disseminates gossip, flatters 
the star—or the leading lady—reads a little, sleeps 
much—and drinks more. 

That beefy looking man ig the leading heavy.

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Pessimist from Early 
| By Edith A. Browne. 


August Strindberg, the Swedish dramatist, 
movelist, essayist, and scientist, came into 
this world heavily handicapped with an in- 
finite capacity for sorrow. And it was bis 
misfortune to grow up in surroundings that 
conspired to develop his natural bent fora 
tragic career. 

A son of the people, of plebeians true to 
type, he was born at Stockholm in January, 
1849, soon after his father had fatled as a 
little shopkeeper. Hence, his advent was a 
time of mourning— another mouth to feed,“ 
the keynote of his reception. His whole boy- 
hood was passed in an overcrowded home, 
where often the cupboard was bare. But 
material discomforts were the least of the 
ills which it was August's lot to endure. 

Undoubtedly he was a peculiar child, whom 

_ ft would have been difficult at times for the 
most sympathetic of parents to understand. 
And partly owing to temperament, partly to 
the stress of circumstances, his allotted 
parents were wholly out of sympathy with 


August. To them he was the freak of the 


family, a gloomy boy full of silly imagina- 
tions and absurd fears. Such was his own 
complex nature that the more they actively 
misunderstood him, or passively ignored 
him, the more surely did his strength becom 
the tool of his weakness. 


oe 


The sense of justice, strong in all ‘chil- 
dren, was so keenly. developed in Strindberg 
that, some circumstances being different, an 
injustice might have. aroused in him a 
healthy, fighting spirit to wage war with his 
morbid tendency in the molding of his char- 
acter. As things were all against him, he 
was driven seriously to think of committing 
suicide when he was only 8 years old because 
he was accused of something he had not done 
and badgered into pretending he was guilty. 

The dominating influence which dragged 
Alza to such a depth of misery was affec- 
tion. He worshipped a dream mother, the 
ideal of motherhood; and yearned above all 
things for the love of a mother woman. His 
own mother was by nature a drudge, who 
would seem to have lost any glimmering of 
instinct she may ever have had for maternal 
affection. 

n this heart hunger of his childhood we 
get a first clew to Strindberg’s art. The 
degree to which he was an emotional starve- 
ling as a boy, and the lasting, preying effect 
of the child's pentup affection is revealed 
by his own,.confession as a man, that he could 
never be sure whether he wanted a woman 
to love him as a mother ora mistress. As I 
personally know of a similar instance in 
which life ‘and work have been affected 
by similar circumstances. such a tragedy 
may be rare, but unhappilx is not upique. 

1 4 ’ 

Strindberg as a child is a most pathetic 
figure in life who commands our. deepest 
_gympathy. He reminds us forcibly, and 
with a shudder; bf that equally patlietic fig- 
ure in fiction, the son of Jude the Obscure, 
Through youth to ‘manhood poverty con- 
tinued to load the dice in Strindbers's life. 
Twice it interrupted his studies at the Uni- 
versity of Upsala; finally driving him to 
abandon his ambition to win a degree, and 
it forced him into doing divers kinds of 
hackwork.' Nevertheless, before he was 20 
he had discovered within himself a rare 
gift; the power of Writing plays. 

One of his earliest dramatic efforts at- 
tracted the attention of the king, and se- 
cured for him a stipend from the royal purse. 
And, although this income soon ceased, 
owing to his patron’s death, Strindberg was 
only again miserably poor for about two 
years. Then, at the age of 25, he obtained a 
position in the Royal library, which freed him 

. from the struggle. for existence and gave 
leisure to pursue a literary career: Mie. 

Many an artist has emerged from an equal- 
ly trying ordeal in love with life. But whilst 
Strindberg was finding and proving himself 

the pessimist in him gained more and more 
control of his auvtIpoK, until he came peril- 


ously near to losing his reason. In his de- 
velopment into a pessimist of the pessimists 


to judge the whole sex by about half a dozea 


Boyhood. 


we find a second clew to his art. Ina fur- 
ther shattering of his mystic conception of 
love we get a third clew. 

— 

He idealized marriage—it is fatal to be an 
idealist without a sense of humor, particu- 
larly in married life. Three times Strind- 
berg made choice of a wife; each partner- 
ship led to unbearable misery. He is now a 
woman hater, and it is generally argued that 
Schopenhauer and Nietzsche have done 
much to make him so; to me it seems more 
logical to conclude that his unfortunate ex- 
perfences as a son and a husband made him 
a devotee rather than a disciple of these 
philosophers, 

Strindberg's literary output has been large, 
varied in form, and wide in range of subject. 
His earliest masterpiece was an historical 
drama. Master Olaf.“ With a novel, The 
Red Room,” he: first established a literary 
reputation Marriage brought him 
prominently before the public as a new 
force in fiction; for his views on religion he 
was called to account by the public prose- 
cutor. 

It was an epoch marking trial, ostensibly 
of one man, fundamentally ‘of all the Swed- 
ish writers who were beginning to revitalize 
national literature by bringing it into ne 
with modern thought. Strindberk was ac- 
quitted. Even with the Queen of Sweden 
leading the puritanical campaign, the Swed- 
ish court did not dare run the risk: of sup- 
pressing the literary revolution. 


„ 


Now, nearly thirty years later, when Eng- 
land is threatened with a censorship of lit- 
erature, the memory of Strindberg's acquit- 
tal bids us look on the bright side, even 
though rumor would have us believe that the 
odds in favor of such a censorship are influ- 
entially heavy. 

Ad a dramatist Strindberg greatly en- 
hanced his reputation by plays dealing with 
modern life, so much so that Ibsen prophe- 
sied, “ Here is one who will be greater than 
1.“ Among the most notable of such plays 
are The Father,“ Miss Julie,“ and Com- 
rades, in all ot which women cut a sorry 
figure. ‘ 

The particular women in question are un- 
doubtedly drawn true to life, from life. 
Most of us can recognize them as types. 
Strindberg knew them more intimately as 
specimens of types, and he depicts them 
with relentless realism. Why not? As a 
masterly realistic artist how could he do 
otherwise? But let us beware of confound- 
ing philosophy and art; the man who elects ) 


samples is no philosopher as regards femin- 
ism, and it is unfair to his art to treat him 
as such. :

In Strindberg as an artist I do not find an 
enemy of woman. From a topsy turvy 
standpoint he is their friend, in that he 
shows up types which Impede the progres- 
sive movement. Actively, too, he is on their 
side in The Father.“ The whole motive 
of this play is the case for removing a datigh- 
ter from the influence of a home where 
husband and wife are at variance. and 
from the control of people who want to 
shape her ‘into this, that, and the other 
undesirable pattern. 

A striking feature of Strindberg's plays is 
the indication they give of a mind with a 
strong tendency to brood over insanity. In 
The Father and in Simoom —a one 
act melodrama dealing with revenge and 
racial hatred-the art of inducing madness 
by suggestion is made a fiendishly clever 
black art by means of Strindberg’s morbid- 
ly clever imagination. Strindberg's work 


was first presented to an English audience in 


November, 1906, when his one act plays, 
“ Simoom’’ and The Stronger Woman,” 
were produced by a private society. ‘' The 
Stronger Woman, intensely human in idea 
and remarkable as regards technique in that 
one of the two.characters does not speak a 
word throughout the whole scene, has since 
been publicly performed at His Majesty's

In the magazine sectidn of last 
Sunday’s TRIBUNE there appeared an article 
by my friend, Brander Matthews on What 
Was Shakepeare’s Theater Like? Prof. 
Matthews makes several statements in this 
interesting article which should not go un- 
challenged. The first of these is as follows: 

The gallants and men about town sat on 

the stage itself.“ 
Brandes, in his famous work on Shakspeare, 
asserts that the habit of permitting people 
not a part of the play to wander on the stage 
at their sweet will did not come into use 
until a score or more of years after Shaks- 
peare's time. 

Prof. Matthew's next statement which I 
would question is to the following effect: 

“The art of scene painting did nat come 

into existence until well on in the Renais- 
cence.“ "eo? en f 
It is most surprising to find a gentleman 
of Prot. Matthews culture falling into such 
an error. Prof. George Pierce Baker of Har- 
vard in his The Development of Shaks- 
pee re the Dramatist says: 
It is quite conceivable that an age which 
could produce some of our greatest imagina- 
tive writing may have had craftemen imag- 
inative and skilled enough to meet any dif- 
ficulty met by the actors in mounting their 
plays.“ Indeed, there was a craftsman and 
skilled enough to meet any difficult: wet by 
the actors in mounting their plays.“ This 
craftsman was Inigo Jones, one of England's 
greatest architects. 

In 1606, eleven years before Shakspeare 
died. Inigo Jones painted the scenery for 
Ben Jonson's‘ Masque of Blackness.’ This 
scenery was described at the time as having 
a great magnificence of scenic display.’’ 
Ben Jonson himself in his works describes 


drawn a landscape of small wood, and here 
and there void places, filled with huntings; 
which, failing, an artifleldl sea was seen to 
shoot forth as if flowed to the land.“ Repro- 
ductions of these scenes are to be found in 
Ben Jonson's work, and so it is rather sur- 
prising to discover that Prof. Matthews was 
unacquainted with them. 

Prof. Matthews also states: As there was 
no effort to provide the stage with appropri- 
ate scenery, so there was no attempt to dress 
the actors in costumes appropriate to the 
time and place of the play they were repre- 
senting.’ 

This statement is equally as astonishing. 
There is undoubted testimony that when 
Richard III. was presented in London during 
the time of Shakspeare the original cos- 
tumes worn by King Richard and others 
were borrowed by the actors and used by 
them in their presentation of the play. 

Should any of your. readers be interested 
in this subject, I would recommend that they 
read Victor E. Albright's “The Shakspearean 
Stage In this scholarly work they will find 
much in disagreemem with Prof. Matthews’ 
article.

Of these twenty-four pleces one may claim 
absolute novelty of method and of content 
only fortwo. The French, Russian, and Ger- 
man composers of the present are even now 
repeating themselves. Debussy’s Iberia 
revealed no tendencies that earlier works 
had not made familiar. Hence, doubtless the 
favor which necessitated arepetition. Rach- 
maninow's symphony demonstrated again, 
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the talent for effective orchestral color, and 
the novelty of significant thematic ideas dnd 
novel harmonic combinations now generally 
recognized as defining the limitations of the 
Slavic school.
